For feare of death his due deſert : whome cauſing ro be bound 
Both hands and feet,and to be dragd along the ragged ground, 
* Aknauiſh Skull of Boyes and Girles did pelt at him with ſtones, 
And laying on with ſtaues and whippes did breake both fleſh & bones; 


Hen Herewles ſhould paſſeto Hell,as hath befote been ſaid, 
Wiki that Phulodtes of his men he had Lieutenant made, 
And as PhulodFes with his charge on Seas to Thebes did paſle, 

He met Androdamus(the King of Calcedon he was) 

Androdamys, notknowing yet his Coſen there inthralde, 

(For Lycus was his Coſen)to the Thebane Pilots calde, 

To Ken of whence and where they would.But ere the Thebavs might 
Giue anſwer, Lycusclogd with chaines on hatches ſtoode vprighe

For which the ſavage Tyrant ſwore revenge on Thebes to bring, 
And fayling thence preuailedtheare by comming vnawares :- 
And putteth all to ſacke and ſword, nor old nor young he ſpares, 
He flaieth Crec,andin holde faire Ategrra was call : 

And leaning Lye King in Thebesfrom Thebes the Tyrant paſt,

And Hereules by now had newes howthings at Thebes fell out, 
And how that Lycws theare was Lord,and none for him durſt rout.

Aad thinking that ſome priuat Fray had falne amongſt his Garde, 
Preſumingthar his preſence would appeaſe the growing heat, 
Didcaſt his havghriearmes abroad, as who would ſay,be queat, 6 
Orhere amlT that can aſwell commanad it as intreat, 

Which Hercules ſo ſuddainly chopt off that (yet vnmiſt) 

He thinking ro haue vſed Armes,was armelefſeerec he wiſt, 

Then Hercsules,our Hereales is come; all Thebes itcride, 

Now ſhake we off dur ſeruile Yoke and follow him our guide: c 
And fo they did,ti!l none were left ro hold on Lycw ſide. 

The medly ended, Hereaes did bring the Cenraare bound 
ToPriſon, whereas Megars in miſeric he found : f 
(For Lyews, ſpeedeles inhis luſt,againſt her ſo had frownd) 
Yea(more reuengefull)ſecing her imbraced by his Foe, 

And hoping nothing lefle then life,to vexe themere hegoe, 
He ſaid: thou Jock overmuch to entertaine that VV hore,

Orlofle of her,and ſlaughtered friends,he vexed at the heart, 
Didthen from Thebes (an heauie man)to Forraine lands depart. 
Diſtreſſed in the TroyenRhode he ſuccour ſought for pay : 
To which (his peoplestriple plague) Laomedon laid nay : c 
And to prouide their ſecond ſcourge ſaild Hereales away : 
For,comming back with /aſons Prize from Co/chos, he complaines 
Ofchurlith King Laomedoy, and ſo an armie gaines, 
At Troy the Greekiſh Peeres and he did land their arined men: 
Whoie to reſiſt Zaomedon did range his Battailes then. 
The Troyans they beſtird them well the Grectans ſtood nor ſtill, 
Laomedon tights valiantly, and many a Greeke did kill: 
Till Hercales (diſgeſting ill to ſee his Foe purſue 
Such good ſucceile)encountershim,whom eaſily he ſlue. 
And hauing ſlainethe traiterous King he ceaſerh not to die 
His Th.ebian Club in Phrigiawbloud till all began to flie, 
Bur with the Troyans, Telamon, and Herewles both twaine, 
And by their valour allthe Greekes the gates and Citie gaine, 
And kill who ſo of Troythey caught,and rafed tothe ground | 
The Citie,whileſt that houſe by houſe,or ſtone on ſtone they found. 
When ventrous Tel/amon, for that he entred firſt the gate, 
For Prize had faire Heſjone,of Troy the lateſt fate : 
For Priamusto quit her Rape,long after ſent his Sonne 
Toravith Hellentrom the Greekes : So thirdly warre begonne : 
Heſione the cauſe to Troy, and Hellento the Greekes, 
Andall did worke that Tropan Bruze the idlbian Climate ſeekes, 
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» He twiſe-ſacke Towne the Greejans then did mer- 
 rilyforſake, 
And Hereulesfor new affaires,did land in Leg yps 
take. | 
Theare ina Porte he did efpic a Fleete of Shippes 
from farre, 
a Well fraught with Men, Munition, and whatclſe 
pertaines to watre, 
When Aﬀer (he chicfe-Captaine was of that ſame Fleete)did ſpie 
The Enſignes of the famous Greeke, he knew them by and by ; 
And entertaining on his knees the Owner of the ſame, 
Reioyced to behold the man ſo honoured by fame, 
Wit, Aﬀer ſailed Herewles to Lybia,to put downe

For Herewles did canuaſe ſo his carkes,thatatlengrth 
He d:d retire himſelfe and men,astruſtleſſe of his 
His Libians {laine,and he not ſound, Anress Truce did craue :

And whileſt the Month of Truce did laſt the Giant bruſed ſore, 
Did heale his wounds,and to his part ſollicits Aiders more, 
Meane while the Greeke to Mauritaindid paſle,vnknowne of all, 
And theare in King Ant ess aide he found ſupplies nor ſmall: 
And for he looked ſouldier-like,they broughthim tothe King, 
Who offered pay : not fo (quoth he) I meane an otherthing, 
Diſcharge theſe bands,orelſe will I diſcharge thee of thy breath, 
Thatall alone to chee and thine oppoſe me to the death.

His friend Phiwoctes he twixt feart and fierceneſſe waxed wan. ' 
And looke how faſt the ratling haile vpon an houſe dooth fall, 
So faft they lay on Hercales,that holderh wage gainſt all, 
For as the Smith wich Hammour beats his forged Merrall,fo 
He dubs his Club abour,their pates and ſleasthem ona row. 


And whileſt (not daring to looke downe) by heaps on him they flie, | 


Some ſtumbling on the bodies dead are ſmoldred ſo and die : 


Someſliding in their ſlippery bloud, wherewith the placedid ſmimme, 


Were ftrangled ſo : ſome others,whileſt diſorderedly athim 
They freat and foyne,are crowded on by thoſe tharhindmoſt be, 


Andwith their weapons ſpoyle thernſelues and fellowes twooor three: 


Some others with the wounding points of broken weapons die: 
Andoxthers daring with their Foe their bootles force torie, 
Were in a moment(haine by him : and thusinlictle ſpace, 
Withour reſiſtance Herewules had Lord(hip ofthe place: 
And,maugre fwords or ſtudied Starres, brought Ales to the Seas, 
Whereas PhilotFes did in time his penſiuenesappeaſey > 
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And to his friend commends the Foc for bountic (which at laſt 
Himſelte did finde)and when as time his grictc had ouerpalt, 
The ſame that for Aſtrologic the Skies-ſupport was ſaid, 
In ſuch his Science Herewles a perfect Artilt made. 

The Month of Truceby this had end,and Herewlesreturnes 
To Afer,thatiocamped atthe Lybiayn walles ſoiournes, 
A ſecond battell then begonne : TH# ew like a Bacr 
Beſtires himſelte amongſt his Foes,whileſt Hercules did facr £ 
Asroughly with coatraric blocs,till none to fight did daer : 
Bur humbjy all ſubmicting them ſubdued by his might, 
He gave them grace,and ſaied theare to doethem lawand right, 

Meanetime Anrew,latcly fied,returnes from Mauritain, 
And witb a mmightic Troupe of Moores renewed fight againe : 
And all the Ficlds with Carcaſes of mangled inen were filde, 
And numbers failed to the £Aloores that Hereules had kild, 
But when Antexs ſaw his men to leflen more and more, 
Reſoluing or to win the Spurres or loſe himſelfe therefore, 
He makes a bloydie glade vnull the Thebave he clpide, 
And finding hing: beſtowe on me thy bloes,the Giant cride, 
That am bothable to endure and to repay the ſame, 
A Flic is not an Eagles praic,nor Mouſe a Lyons game: 
My death might countenance thy deedes(if that it ſo would be) 
Butmake accqunt that I anon willtriumph ouer thee, 
In ſaying whichhe ſmites his Foc,perfourming wondrous might: 
And bodie vnto bodie they with equall danmage fight. 
Bur Hercules diſdaining that ſo long ant eus 
Wirh him in combar,griping him berwixt his angric handes, 
Did cruſh his Carkaſle in the ayre that life did leaue him fo: 
' Audthusdidreape a Monarchic,and rid a mightic Foc. 
Then Hercules ( Am eusdead) with caſe he oucrcame 
All Zybiawith the Prowinces and Kingdomes of the ſame, 


Andmaketh Afer King of allchatbearcs the Donces name. 1 
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N expedition of which warre when Hereales would dwell 
No longer time,but purpoſed to bid his friends farewell, 
A mwarlike wench,an Amazon,ſalues him by his name, 
And ſaid : know Hereules (if it thou knowelt not by fame) 
How that the Scythian Ladies,late expeld their natiue Land 
By King of Eg ypt,haue contriu'd amongſtthemſelues a bande, 
And with the ſame haue conquered all A/, Egypt,and 
All Cappadocia,Now for that we, ViQtors,vnderitand 
The « AfFicans are our Allies,we minding toproceed 
In further Conqueſts,tendring them, haue therefore thus decreed: 
That youtwo Champions ſhall ele&,2nd we will alſo ſend 
Two Ladies,that for vitorie ſhall with your Knights contend: 
And if your Champions vanquiſh ours,then we will tribute pay, 
Bur if that ours doe vanquiſh yours,then you ſhall vs obay. 
But hope not ſo,more profite giues our bountie then we: FN 
And vninforced tribute may procure your friendly Foes, 
Then Hercnles,admiring much the Chalengers,did yeeld 
Two aduerſe Knights the morrownext ſhould meer them in thefield. 
And mounted well on Corſers twaine next light by dawne of day 
Into the Liſtes came Hereales and Theſexs : Mid the way 
Vpon a brace of milke white Steedes the two Yiragoes meecte 
The Knights,and cach the other did with ciuill Congies greete, 
Then either part retiring backe began to make theic race, 
Andcouching well theur valiant Spcares did run a wondrous pace. 
With _Menalppe Herewlesthe fight did vadertake, 
And Theſeuu with Hippolne did his encounter make. 
They meeting,citherpart both Horſe and load to ground were calt, 
Whereatthe Aficanes did muſe,and Scytbians were agaſt, 
Vahorſed thus,diſdaintully each Knight defendant tooke it: 
Andeither Ladie fo diſgrac'das ſcornefully did brooke it. 
Then ſertle they to handy Armes,the which was long and fierce, 
And with their cutting weapons did both Helmes and Harneſſe pierce, 
wank: Gough nem mencks fohenliain hialife, = | 
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Diſarmes atlengrh his Scythian Taske,and cnded was their ftrife, 
Bur The/exawith his Combarteſle in doubefull bartell fights, 
Till,bluſhing at the Maidens blowes, he checks his mending ſprights; 
Andlaid fo hardly to her charge, norable to ſuſtaine 
His freſh-gor force,thathe alſo the ſecond Prize did gaine, 
Amiope,a third vnto thoſe warlike Siſters rwaine, 
Beholding how finiſterly the double fight had paſt, 
Makes ſorow,whilſt the Af71caves reioice for itasfaſt, 
The Scythians tothe Africanes did homage then,and pray 
Their Ladies might be ranſomed. That ſute did Theſes itay, 
For he through launce,his Foe through loue went viRtoreſle away, 
And therefore when th' Arhenian Knight and Amazon wee matche 
In mariage, Menatippe then from durance was diſpatcher, 
And Hercules (then which to him no greater prize could be) 
Had Queene Anriopeher Bealt and armour for his fee, { 
And ſets the dames of Thermodon from other ranſome free, 
And Theſew with Hippokite at Athens landing takes, 
And Hereales to Cakiaon a Diſmall viage makes. 


Heare did King Oenew bounteoully receaue ſo great a Gueſt : 
Where ſcarcely had he any time from paſled toiles to reſt, 
But that proud Achelom ſent Ambaſſadors to knowe 
If that King Oenexs on him his daughter would beſtowe, 
Ifnot, tothreaten wreakfull warres : which much abaſhtrhe King, 
Till Hercules, who then was come aboutthe ſelfe ſame thing, c 
(Forloue to Neianira both competitors did bring) 


Expelled feare by offring aide to backe him from the Foe, 
By meanes whereof vnſatisfide away the Legats goc, 
The Tyrant Achelow then, with all Epiras force 
Inuades the bounds of Catidon, and ſpoyls without remorſe, 
But Herewles then leading forth his Armic gotthe day, 
And well was he amongſt his foes that faſteſt ran away. 
They OD RA: > 
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Within a Caſtle neerethe Sea,an Hold of wonderous 
The Thebane then,as reſolute to ſpoyle both Fae and Fort, 
Did burne his foes forſaken (hippes, left riding in the Port, 
And with a fewe beſers the hold, When Achelow he 
So lender watch about the walles of Enemies did ſee, 
He ſcornedtharſo weake afiege thould pen him vp ſo ſtraight, 
Who hauing ten for one of them,did ifuc out the Gate c 
Againſt the Greekes,chat willingly his comming did awaite. 
Eſpying Hereales,he cride, lo yond ſame diuellis he Me 
That droue vs out of Caliden, who fo of mine he be ( 
Thatflaieth him,(halbe inricht with great rewards by me. 
Buthe that made ſuch offers large,did offer them in vaine : 
For when his men ſaw Hercales approching them amaine 
With ficrie cies,aod angrie lookes,and dicadfuli Clubin fiſt, 
They thought it needles to affaile,and booreles to refilte, 
And euery man retircd backe into the holde againe, 
Where many daies, attempting flight,they cowardly remaine. 
From warre at length they fell ro wieles. There lay vponthe ſhore | 
Abroken Hoy,that had not brooktthe Seas of os, | 
The Maſt they boring fullet holes,in every hole did ſticke 
A burning Torch,and lanchr it out in vight when clouds werethicke, 
No ſooner was the fieric keele a floate vpon the wayues, 
Aad thatthe Greekes eſpyed it,but cch man rathly craucs | 
The viewing of fo ſtrange a fight: But Hercules did ſmell 
The preſuppoſed Stratagem,and rauvg'd his armie well: 
And marching neerethe guilctull light ,did finde ambuſhment theare | 
That playing on aduantage thus (prevented though) appeare. | 
Occaſion hapning, Hereales would not omit the ſame, 
Buttooke them as he foundthem now,and fights it outby aime. 
Achelous he beheld his guile by guile to faile, 
«| mighthe chafe,bur harder chaiice his courage bet quaile; 


For looke how fierce and boiſterouſlic a chafed Bull 
gb $9 deco bly opeabe eddie; __ 
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Andby his only proweſle thenam ights were ſlaine, 
Whila Hovalermich like fucceſſe his Ot, firs did paine. 
And now,by chance,amid(ſt the bruntthe valiant Woers twaine 
Doe fingle,and together tug,and as two Lions ſtrong, 
Each one deſiring others bloud,did hold a Combare long, 
C——_ minding her for whom began that broyle , 
To Conquer where he did contend,annexcd hope to toyle: 
Alemenas Sonne remembring too whoſe cauſe he did defend, 
Euen hers on whom his being and his very ſoule depend, 
Sochargd his Contrarie with knocks,and vid his Club ſo well, 
That vanquiſhed (though valerous)King Achelow tell. 

Th'Epirotes when they ſaw their King a Capriue led away, 
Their hearts were done, and Hereules ſubdued them ere day, 
And Achelow in exile did end his latter daics, 
Aad all AEroha was fild with Hereales his praile : 
To whom the King did giue to Wie faire Dezamrra,ſhee 
The pleafing prize of that his prowſe,and dearely carned Fee, i 
Who after,of her owne decay ,and his,the meane ſhould bee. 
The Centawe Neſſus was the man that made her erre ſo much : 
Of which hererror,but his ſinne, the circumſtance is ſuch, 
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This Giant ofa Seature tall, did offer helpe to it: 
And Hereales, forgetting him ( for at the Ces 
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And ſohedid, whilſt Herewes this fide the Riuer ftaid, 
When 1unos Brecd on farther bankes his Paſſenger had ſer, 
Then luſt and long conceaued grudge to foule reuenge did wher: 
Not Deianira could auoid aRape,or little lefle: 
Or Hereales difioynd by Foord,giue aide to her diſtreſle. 
One while,contraric to himſelfe,full humbly he intreates, 
Anon,like Hereales indeed,he did command withthreates, 
But firſt nor latter mightpreuaile,for N ew balde herthence. 
I may not follow,nor 1n flight is (Centawre)thy defence 
Said Herewles: His deeds approouc his latrer ſaying true, 
For lerting flic a farall Shaft the Rauiſher he (lue. 
And though the arrow galled him cuen at the very hart, 
Yeat for a while he did indure the not induring ſmart : 
And having brought his trembling Rape into a vallie, ſaid : 
See Detamira how thy Loue an end of me hath made: 
Yeat is my death leſle griefe to me,then that thou ſhould beſtow 
Thy ſelfe on ſuch achanging Churle as Herewles : I know | 
(Sweete Wench,I know)he doth preferre contrary Loues to thee, 
Wherefore my graue(thelefle my griefe)inthis thy good ſhall bee. 
Take this(he gaue a folded cloth,and tothe bacne therein 
He mixed ſomewhat of his bloud ) chis ſame(quorh he)ſhall win 
To thee againethy Husbands loue,when he ſhall iteſtrange : 
For out of doubr,I know it, |;he rakes delight in change. 
When thou ſuſpeReſt ſuch a wrong,doe boyle aſhirt with this : 
No ſooner ſhall he weare the ſame(herein ſuch vertue is) 
But that hisnouell Loue will change and fall whence it did flie: 
Meane while doe notthe vnction touch,leaſt ſo the vertue die. 

Inall this tice betwixt his armes he did che Lady claſpe, 
And hild her ſo,as Hawke a Pray, votill his lateſt gaſpe, 
Then leauing him a liuelefſe Coarſe, miſtruſting nought his drift, 
She meaning (imply, tooke with her the Traitours 4 mg gift, 
And Herewles by this had paſt the River deepe and wide, | 
Wha(Deianirs fickt imbraſt)drew fromthe qe 
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The faral! Shaft that ſhould the death of braue <Achillesproue, 
In Pheabus Church,by Paris hand, for Polixenas loue. 


He Cent aure left vntoombed there,Hee, Shee, and all their traine 
are come to £-r24: whom the King did noblic entertaine, 
Theare had he from their common teares the cruell hauock made 
By Lernan Hydra, whom in Fenne not armies durſt inuade. 
His vpper parts had humane forme,his nether Serpentine, (fine 
The whole was monſtrous , yeat his wit more monſtrous, but inoſt | 
(For witis monſtrous whea the ſame from vertue doth decline ) 
Such were his ſubti!l arguments,and ſtill ſupplies therein, 
That he by often lofle of heads was fained heads to winne : 
And wittie thus to others wrong confounded all hee found, 
Propounding queftions,and a word vnanſwered was a wound, 
The Scourge of Tyrants bearing this,did promiſe death or ayde, 
Whilſt fearefull Deianira did the contraric perſwaide. 
But womans ſpeech from weapons vic might not withdraw him then, 
Til entring Palw,he had rouſd the Monſter from his Denne. 
Diſdainfully did Hyara take the preſence of his Foe, 
And after ſubtillarguwents to {turdie bght they goe. 
Two blowes at once with Glaue and Taile made Hercules to reele : 
' Whoſiace he firſt had vied arimes the like did neuer feele. 
Not long he borrowed had the Loan,but Hyara had the like : 
So cither ewayne repay their debt,and neither faintly ſtrike, 
But who might ſtand with Hercules? By him the monſler fell: 
Who, burning vp his vgly ſhape, did paſſe his ſoule to hell: f 
Which happie fate of Hydras tallleft Lernaglad and well, 
From whence to Athens,andfrom thence to Lycia did he laile, 
Then to Heſperia Gerons Realme his outrages to quaile, 


E by his triple tyrannie(for Geroz he was ſaid 
Three headed,in reſpeR that him three other Giants aid) 
90 ſpoild & plaug'd thencighbour Realmes with daily wrongs & war, 
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That all the force of _{frica his furie could notbarre. 

In Gadira when Hercules his Pillers reared had, 

The which(our weſterne world notknowne)men farther land forbad, 

Then with vitorious ſhips he ſers on Gerons chaſed Fleet: 

And ſecondly at Megrdadid either armic meete. 

Theare Geron with his brothers twaine the Citie did beſer, 

And ſcornefully aduance themſelues as men notto be mer, 

Prouiding therefore murall workes,they threaten hor aſſault: 

Whileſt Hercules contrarie warres vnto his ſouldiers taught, 

The Gates wide opned,out he comes vnto the Giants three, 

Your men, he ſaid,are well at worke, well met are alſo wee. 

This lefſe then monſter more than man,a Fiende in humane ſhape 


| The Sp:nyardfaid,is he from whom I made ſo hard eſcape. 


Yet hardlicr (ſhalt thou now eſcape,faid Hereales,and than 
Betweene them foure(three to one) A cruell fight began. 
And euery of the Giants thought himlelfe an ouer-match 
To Hercales,who almoſt gaue to one a quicke diſpatch, 
The ſecond hediſpatcht in deed,who fell his lateſt fall, 
Then thouſands came to reſcue them yeat,one,he =_—_ gainſt all: 
ne out, 
And ioyneto him,their Foes with them,and all make battaile ſtour. 
Then Gerions brother fights againe,and both did bathe in blod, 
Ie wasno fighting where they tought,or ſtanding where they ſtod, _ 


King Meleas,Theſeus, Hiſpan,and PhilotFes did no lefle : 


Bur ſoueraignly the ſonne of Jowebeſtird himin the preſle. 
The Giant Gerons brother,then by him did breath his laſt, 
And Gerondid retire his men into their Gallics faſt, C 
But where they land,theare Hercu/es wonne landing,though he paſt 
The Pikes, withſtanding thouſand Swords, & warding thouſand ſlings, 
Himfelfe alone,erethat his men to fight on Shore he bri 

Then Geyon,curfing heaucn and carth,beſtirre ye friends,he cride, 
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Doeliue asmen,ordie as men,ſce,tennewe areforone,

Reuenge your ſelues,revenge your friends,rcuenge our como mone. 
Nor did he ſhrinke from whar he ſaid,or ſaid nor as he wrought:

So to ſubiettion Heſpera by Herewles was brought. ) 


Obgtter Spaniſh Czew ſped, for all his wondrous ſtrengrh, 
Whom Herewles from out his Realne debelled at the length, 
Aricher King or Tyrant worſe liu'd not in any Land, 
Nor any one gainſt Herewles in hardicr fightdid ſtand, 
Yeat,chaſed by his Conqueror,he was intorc'd to flie 
Vpto a Mountaine in thoſe parts,where as at pointto die 
Through famine, by his Magicke Arte he made the Mountaine flame, 
Andby that ſhift eſcapt his Foe,long wondring at the ſame. 
Then fled the Giant night and dy (for feare did lend him wings) 
And as about from place tophcethe wandring Tyrant flings,

Then ſownes She at his ſullen feete,that yet abode in thrall:

Burneither Crowne,nor Countrics care,nor She(worth allthe reſt)

No ſooner was he gotat large,and wealth ſuppli'd his lack, 
But he to ſeeke her overthrow to forrea aids did pack. 
Demaund nothowthe wronged Queene diſgeſted ſuch her wrong, 
But aske if ſhe,the ridings tolde,to hearethem liu'dſolong,.

But if thou bleedeyof that thy blood my fainting ſoule hath part. 
With thee live,with thee I dye,with thee I looſe or gaine, 
Liue ſafe therefore, for inthy life conſiſts the liues of twaine, 
Moſt wiſcly valiant are thoſe men that backerheir armed Steeds 
Inbeaten Paths,ore boorded Tylthes to break their ſtaffe-like Reeds : 
Wheare not the dint of wounding Launce,but ſome deuile of louc, 
Sans danger,hath ſuthcient wait their manhoodsto approuc. 
Vheare braue Aſpects of louely Dames Tantarato the fight, 
Whoſe formes perhaps are weg'd in arts, when Fauours wag in fight.

The King and Kingdonne of the Scors)though wanting armes & men, 
Thought skorne his foes ſhould beard him ſo & bar hum vp in walles, 
And therefore, iſſuing out of Torke,vpon the Danes hefalles, 

A bloodie Bargaine then begonne, no fight might fearcer be, 

And ofthe Daniſh part were {laine for euery Engliſh three, 
Burmanhood loſt,and number wonne,the Danevthey gotthe filde 2 
And Osbret dyed valiantly,that not to liue would yecld. 


Eane while the Dayes with freſh ſupplics ariue at cuery Shoore, 
And warre almoſt i:1 euery ſheire inteſting England loore : 
With whome courragious Etheldredcontended long in vainc: 
By them was he,King Ella,and the holy Edmund (laine. 
Nothing wasdone,but all vndone,till King A/wredhe 
Indaunger of his Royallſelfe did ſet his ſubiceRts free 7 
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For cuery day,in cuery place,the Daves did ſo increaſe, 
That he nor any Engiſb King enioy one day of peace. 
Nor mightier men at Armes than they,might any wheare be found, 
Who in their divers VVarr els-where did diuers Real:mes confound : 
For as the Gothes, the / andales, Hunnes,and Saxons earſt didrange, 
Sonowthe Dazes did plague the world,as ſent by interchange. 
This Weiterne and victorious King,and greateſt Monarke heere, 
Perceiving of this ſpoyled Lfle a toward Ruine neere, 
Diſguiſed like a Minſtrill poore,did haunt the Daneſb Tents, 
And with his feats and melodic the Enemie preſents, 
Andof their ſloth,their ghuttonie,and Counfels priuic ſo, 
He tooke aduantage,gimng them a fodayne ouerthrow: ' 
Andlayeth Habba, Hungar,and the Caule of their repaer, 
And purteth all to ſword and Seas that vnbaptized war, 
Yeatto Northumberlandreturn'd tearce Garmond with the Danes,

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Howbeir,King and Prince at laſt,miſled by counſell ill,

Yeatcitherdying ſeaz'd of French and —_ Conqueſts ſtore: 

Yea Callice late,and Barwick yet of theirexployrs is left, 

Though Sonne before the Sier and both of lives long ſince bereft, 
When Barwrck was beſieged,and ſtood brauely atdefence, 

Sir Alexander Seiton, theare chicte Captaine,had pretence c

Thea loue,beloued Roſamand,a King ſubieRs him thine, 
He kilt,She bluſht,and long it wasere loue from her he wtoung,

Not Sibils Caue at Cama,northe Labyrinthin Creas, 
Was like the Bower of Roſamund,for intricate and grear.

ble and moſt aged Father _Anchiſes, that Iabouredalſo vn- 


der his loade of the Troian Gods and ſacred Reliques, 
AEneas (as | ſay) with ſuch his Burthen , leading by the hand 
his Sonne Aſcanias of the age of twelue yerees, tollowed not 
onely ofthe beautifull Creuſa his wife, the Daughter of King 
Priam, but allo of a many Trozans participating that coin- 
moncalamitic, brake through the waſtfull Flames, mauger 
the wrathfull Foes, into the fields of Phrigia: Theare the Aire 
emptied of down-burnt Turrets , and filled with ſmoake of 
fired Buildings, aſſured from their harts more teares to their 
cies, then the benefit of their preſent Eſcape could promiſe 
them comfort, Troy therefore not to be reſcued , or Creuſa 
(in this buſineſle loſt and periſhing) to be recouered AEnea 
and his Followers imbarking themſelues in Simozs, after long 
and wearie Sea-faring arriued in a part of Thrace called 
Creſſa, bounding on Mygdenia, Heere AEneas, purpoling 
an cnd of his tedious Saylings,andnot meanly _ w of 

reaure 
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Treaſure conuayed from Troy, laied Foundation of a Ci- 
tie (afterthe Founder) called AEnea. This Citic going for- 
ward leſle cftetually than was expeted, AEneas, luppoling 
the Gods to bee yer oppoſite ro the Treians, knocking 
downe a milke-white Bull , pitched an Altar to doe Sacri- 
fice, Neere at hand were growing diuers ſhrubbed Trees, 
the Boughes whereof (forthe greater reucrence and exor- 
nation of the preſent Solemnitie ) hee-curring and living 
downe,perceiued blood in great abundance iſſuing from our 
the broken Branches : whereat long admiring, and with 
great terror and devotion interceſsing the Gods to reueale 
the meaning of that miraculous Accident, at the length hee 
heard a pitrifull and feeble voice ( for diuerlly in thoſe daics, 
did the Diuels anſwere and giue Oracles)thus anſwering, 
Reaſon were it( 4Eneas)that the Graues of the dead thould 
iviledge their bodies trom the tyrannie of the liuing : but 
y ſomuchthe lefle docel eſteewe my preiudice , by how 
much the more I knowe thee vawittingly injurious. Thou 
ecareſt, AEnes, in theſe Branches , thou teareſt the bodie of 
thy vnfortunate Brother-in law Polydor, Sonne to the like- 
ſtarred Priamus. Troy as yet was onely threatned , notbeſic- 
ged , when my Father (as thouknowelſt ) delivered me with 
a world of Treaſure ro. Polymneter the barbarous King of 
this Countrie,here daungerles ( as hepretended)to abide,as 
the Conſeruor and reſtauration of his Houſe andEmpyre, 
whatſocucr ſhould betide of him, his other Ifſue, or the 
Warres then beginning : but the Greekes preuailing , Aua- 
rice,and the declining State of Phrigia , imboldned my Gat- 
dein(fearles of Reaengers) ro the murthering of me: which 
he traytrouſly accompliſhing on this Shore, ſecretly raked 
mevp in theſe Sands, without honor of better Sepulcher: 
and of my bodie ( ſohath it pleaſed the Gods,and Nature) 
are ſprong theſe Branches, in tearing of which thoutormen- 
teſt ince, Howbcit, inreſpeR of my deſire to my" 
OICs 
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foretelling of thy Deſtinic , I account mee happily harmed: 
Forknow ( Aeneas) that in vaine thou doelh build where the 
Gods deny thine abode : leaue therefore thele defamed 
Coaſts, and proſperouſlly plant the Remaine of Troy and 
thy Poſteritic inthe fercill /za/ian Clime. 

The voice thus ceaſcd to ſpeake , and Aeneas , without 
further couch of the forbidden Shrubs, continuing his feare 
finiſhed the Sacrifice,and after the Phrygian faſhion ſolema- 
lic held an Obit co the Ghoſt of his murthered Kinſman, 

Then ,by this admoniſhment,he and his Troians leauing 
the new reared Citic, diſanker trom Thrace in queſt ofthe 
behighted Zalie. But no ſooner had they putro Sea, then 
that the windes and the waues ſollicited ( a Poeticall fiction) 
by the wife of /apiter,ſorofled and turmoyled the diſparkled 
Nauie, that the horror of the circumſtances , continually 
threatning their liues , left onely hoped-for death as the re- 
maine of all comfort, Atlength, theſe inſtruments of their 
long wandrings, and the cauſes of Anchiſes and of manie 
noble perſonagesthere periſhing, counterpleaded ( as is fa- 
bled) by Yenws, toſſed their diſtackled Fleet to the Shore of 
Libya. Neeretothe place of their arriuall ſtood the beautiful 
Ciric of Carthage, which Ehſa(whointhe Phenicians for her 
magnanimious dying, did afterwards name Dido) had newly 
builled: AMeneas by fate conduRt receiued from her repay- 
ring thithex, found ſuch royall entertainment, thatin reſpeRt 
ofthe preſent ſolace he had forgotten al paſſed ſorrowes, and 
his hart-ſpent Tr#ans found bountifull ſupplies to all cheir 
late-endured ſcarcities, 

Inthe meane while Aeneas ( for perſonage the owl, for 
wel-ſpokenthe Mercarilit, and no lefle fortunate vnder Ye- 
nw her conſtellation ) with his comelines ſo intiſed the cics, 
with his ſpeeches ſo inchaunted the cares, & with his vertues 
ſocnflamed the heart of the amorous Cathagenian Queene, 
that hardly modeſtic diſcented chat her rongue affirmed = 
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the loue which her cies outwardly blabbed and her heart in- 
nardly nouriſhed : In the end, not able longer to containe 
ſuch extraordinarie Paſsions, in this order ſhe vented the 
lane tothe Lady Anna her Silter, 

My truſty Siſter , quoth the, (then ſighing-out a pauſe) 
how many great princes,ſince the deceaſe of my late husband 
Sichews, and our departure from Tyras, hauc in vaine, labou- 
reda marriage with me, hath becne vntothee no lefle appa- 
rntthan of me hitherto vnapprooued : butnow (haled on [ 
know not by what deſtinie)) our new-come Gueſt TALExeas 
the Troian ( whoſe matchleſle perſonage and Knightlic pro- 
nelſe I partially commend not, all confirming of himno 
kfſe than I can affirme ) the ſame, cuca the fame, hath ſup- 
planted my chaſt determinations of continuall widowhood 
nith an amorous deſire of a ſecond marriage : howbeit , to 
&termine without him , as I muſt, were to be deceiued of 
him, as I may : What counſell > My ſelfe ( Law) abm 
ſelke ro motion louc were immodeſtic , andto be filent lefie 
tolerable than death, I would ( a violent, no voluntarie wiſh) 
that Ehſa knew ber (cle beloved of AEntas, AEneas not 
knowing himſelfe ſo loucd of E4/a. 

Her Siſter,wirh achecrefull countenance promifing com- 
fort,performed the ſame in this anſwer, Dum ſignes ( quoth 
ſhe) haue their ſpeeches: not any that obſerueth your looks, 
butcaſily aymicth at your Joue : greater is the woonder of 
your ſirickt chaſticic, than it would be a nouell to ſec you a 
Bigama : That priuatly peeuith and curious, This publiquely 
iſhed and commodious, Or euer Carrhage bee perfected 
nthe aire, Eſa may purrifie in the carth : What Monu- 
ment then leaucſt thoutothy Tyrians, ſcarce warme in A- 
ack, than a Cities impertect foundation > Which being 
areadic an eyc-ſore to the wilde and warlike Libians , Bare 
hes, Getahians, and the reſt of the THfricans, ſhall then bee 


meerly extinct , withthe veric name of the Founders: but in 
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matching with ſo great and valiant a Prince as .1Eneas, thoy 
ſhalenot onely live with whom thou doeſt louc, and by cops 
ſorting thy Tyrians with his Troians ſirongly diſappoint 
the cnuic of thoſe Nations, but ( for Nature hath nor giuen 
thee ſuch beautic todie barren) being a wife , become (no 
doubt) a mother , andby legitimate propagation ſo glad thy 
SubicRs,fearles of ciuill diſſentions. VVho can then diſlike 
that Eh/a ſhould loue? Burie, Siſter, the thoughts of Siche 
ws with his dead bones , and proſperoully proſecute and 
uaile in thy fwcete paſſions of AEreas: Plic him withal 
prouiſions and amorous enteftainements : onely for his 
Shippe-workes faine delatory wants, and by Winter be 
he, partly comming , will ( feare not) bee perfealy 

med. 


This counſell of Anna, though it heaped as it were 4. 
thos on Aetna, yet was it praiſed and practiſed of Eſa: for 
Counſell,ſoothing the humor ofthe counſclled, howſocuer 
vnprofitable , is accounted plauſible, Henceforwarde the 
Queene (tobe admired, not matched, for her exquiſite beau- 
tic , and rather borrowing of Arte than ſcanting Nature as 
brauc in apparell as beautifull in perſon, and vored, cuenin 
her better part, to the louc of AEneas )o ſorted all her deui. 
cesto hisbeſt liking, thatſhortly himſelfe laboured with her 
in one and the ſelte-ſame paine of wiſhed-for pleaſure, O- 
mitting therefore the circumſtances of their diſcourſes , fez- 
ſtings, and all poeticall faynings,only procecede we,in fewgo 
the Eucat of theſe their amorous Beginnings, 

A Hunting was generally appointed, the Queene, Aenee, 
their Ladies , and Knights brauely mounted , the Standes 
were prewned, the Toyles pitched, the Hounds vncoupled, 
the Game rowlſed, a foote, and followed, when ſodainely , + 
midſt the harborleſſe Defart in the hoteſt purſute, they Skye, 


oucr<calt with blacke Clowdes, ſhowred downe ſuch _ 
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ef Lightening, vollies of Thunder, Hayleſtones, and Raine, 


themſelues, to ſhift for one, Eliſa and AEneasin the meane 
while finding a Caue that ſheltred them twaine, Being there 
alalone, vaknowen of and vnſought for of their Servants, 
Ooportunity the chiefe Actreſle in al attEprs,gaue the Plau- 
dire in Lowe his Comedie. Imagine ſhort wooing where &i- 
cerpartie is willing : their faiches plighted for a marriageto 
beſolemnized ( with kinde kiſſes among) hee did what har- 
mednor, and (he had what diſpleaſed not: A young AEneas 
ſhould haue been molded, had he notbeen marred (as might 
ſeme) in the making When this ſweet Caulme in the ſharp 
ſtorme was with the tempeſt thus oucrpaſled, then came 
they both out not ſuch as they entred in,and were receiued of 
their Traines, attending their pleaſures, not examining their 
paltimes: and ſo hauing continued the Chace vntill night 
diſcontinued their ſport, they, retyring to Carthage, were 
ſumptuoully feaſted of E4/a in her Pallace. During theſe 
their Alcion dates (nor generally liked of all) one there was, a 
noble Troian,that had theſe ſpeeches to udencas. 

Shouldeſt thou beleeue ( farre be it from AEneas fo to be- 
keve) chatthe Oracles of our Gods, behighting vs the Con- 
queſt of /ta/ze,were ſuperſtitious,then belecue alſo (vndecci- 
wed mayſt thouſo belceuc) that our effeminate abode here is 
wine and {landerous : to attempt that former without an O- 
rle, yea with the lofſe of ourliues, is honofable, becauſe 
weare Trans : to entertaine this latter, inuited and daunger- 
kſſe,reprochfull, becauſe we are 7 70/ans, Ah (CAEnees)haue 
whipped our Gods from home to be witnefles of our wan- 
toaneſle here 2 Belecue me berter had it beene we had died in 
Merygia,men,than to live thus in Afrike like women, Confi- 
&ralſo the place wherceinto we are now brought, andthen 
| | conceiue of the poſlibilitic of our here abode : ſhal I rel thee? 
I L-- there not (if in the meaue while no other _ 
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croſle thy now bliſſe ) were there not, I ſay,an E/a heerets 
loue thee , or were there not an LEnee to be beloued of 
her, no ſooner ſhould the firſt deceaſed of you be delivered 
of life,than the Suruiuors of vs Trotans be denicd this Lang 
And then,(if we ſhould prooue ſo vngratefull as toreſiſt ou 
Relicuors)hauing number , yet want we Munition : for nei 
ther our Ships be tackled, nor we armed, bur at the deliverie 
and appointment of the Tyrians, Learne therefore( AEnea) 
after ſo long pleaſure in loue, atthe laſt profitably and poli 
tickly to loue,& whatſocuer thy plaic be in Afr1ck,let hence. 
foorth the Maine be rake. Mcan-while commaund ( moſt 
humbly wee deſire to be ſo commatmded) that thy ſhips 
be ſecretly calked, tallowed , ballaced , rackled , victualled 
and armed : and then ( thy felfe alſo reformed ) witting]y or 
vnwillingly to El/alcaue her and her effeminare Citie : with 
Reſolytion neuertheleſle ( ifthoulo pleaſe) at more leyſur 
to Jouc her, 

So effeRually did Aereas liſten tothis motion, thatg 
uing order for the repayring of his Fleet, he promiſed a ſpee- 
die and ſodaine departure: and hismen, not ſlipping oppor 
runitie,executed the ſame with as effectuall diligence. It hap- 
penedin this meane while , the Queene to mountthe high 
Turrets of her Palace royal,whear looking towards theRoad, 
ſhe perceived how carneſtly the Trojans laboured in trims 
ming, pauiſhing, and furniſhing their Nauie: then aſſuring 
her ſelfe not deceiued, thatſhe ſhould be deceiued, andde 
ſcending as it were maieſtically mad, meeting with Meats, 
ſhee ſaid, 

Before ( Aeneas) I beheld thy ſhipwracks and wants Ibe 
leeued ſome God arriued at Carthage : yea when I knene 
thee but a man,my conceithonored thee with a Deitie: but 
now the(c thine inhumaine Treacheries ( not worthie the 
vaworthieſt Titles ) argue ſo farrcoff from a Godhoode,'s 
thou ſheweſt thy ſelfe leſle than a man ——_— 
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Diuell. What hath Carthage not woorthic AEnews ? I aſſure 
thee,if any be ſo much,no citic is more happy than Carthage. 
But the Queene pleaſeth not THEneas, oh that TLEreas bad 
pot pleaſed the Queene:thE might I haue bertered my choiſe 
for honour, or not haue bewayled thy chaunge for the dif- 
bonour, But(vngratefull) wilt thou indeede leaue me? Yea, 
then that thou meaneſt the contrary nothing more falſe : bue 
wdcriue thy departure from any deſart of mine nothing leſſe 
true. If cherefore the life of E4/a, the loue of E/iſa, the 
of Eliſa,her wealth,thy want, her tearcs, thy vowes , her di- 
ſtreſſe, thy diſhonour, the delights of his Shore, the dangers 
of thoſe Scas,Carthage polleſled, /talie vnconquered, peace 
without warre heere , warre without peacethere, thy wracks 
, the Winterto come, any euils whereof I warne thee, 
any good that I haue wrought thee , and more good that I 
haue and doe wiſh thee, if any thing ſaid, or more than I can 
Gay hath or doth want Argumentto ſeate thee in Africk, yer 
xthe leaſt forcthine owne ſafety ſtay a more tewperare ſea- 
ſon, vrgingin the meane while excuſes for thine vnurged 
departure: and ſo I,fAattered,ſhal cither paticot my ſelfe,or re- 
pent thy fleeting in a milder Extaſie. 1 did (well may I fore- 
ſhinke me ſo to haue done) entertaine thee beyond the de- 
ce of an Hoſtefle or the dignity of a Guelt:& yer(vngrate- 
Guelt to ſo kinde an Holteſſe ) for ſuch welcome thou 
baſt not pretended a farewell, Thus , alas, finding thy loue 
kſſe than it ought, I repeatto haue loued more thal ſhould, 
and becauſe thou appeareſt northe ſame thou wert, I am not 
repuced theſame I am : but as aridiculous by-worde of the 
Tyrians,che Stale of the Trojans, and the ſcorne. of the 4f- 
fricans : howbeit ( intrueth ) the fayth-plighted Wife of 
kithles CAEneas, But who will ſo belecue ? Nay belecue 
not ſo who will, thy departure ſhall be my death, my death 
by ſine, thy ſfinnethe worldes ſpeech , the worldes ſpeech 
@y reproofe, and thy reproofe my purgation, For _ 
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thy ſelfe Iuror and Iudge of the more offenſiue , my credu- 
lencic, or thine inconſtancie, the luror could not but giue 
Verdict for Ehſa, and the Iudge ſemence againſt AEneas: 
then ( if not for my ſuite, yer for thine owne ſake) let me not 
pleade rediouſly and without grace , that plead ſo truely, and 
with more gricte than for the quantitic I may ſuffer , or for 
the qualitic thou canſt cenſure. 

AEneas, not lightly gauled at her impatienceſwhom he 
ſtill loued morethan alittle , howbeit leſſer than his now re- 
garde of honour ) thankfully acknowledged her great boun- 
tic, counter-pleading to haue pretended a departure withour 
leave taken, vouching moreouer the Ciſpleaſure of his Gods 
for contempt of their Oracles , manifeſted by fearefull 
Dreames and ſundric Viſtons, as alſo the vrging of his Tro- 
ans impaticnt of tarriance. Sothathe reſting in Reſolution . 
notto be wonne by wooing , or reclaymed by exclayming, 
the Queene became ſpeechlefle and fencelefle , and was in a 
ſwoune conuayed from his preſence. In which buliF&fle hee 
boording his Shippes, in che dead of the night hoiſting 
vp Sayles, left Carthage to ſeeke Ntabe. 

The Queene, not capable of any reſt, by day appearing, 
diſcryed trom a Turret the Roade cleered of the 7roun 
Nauic: thennot willingly filent,nor able to ſpeake,She ſtood 
as ſtoode I zobe after the fourtcenth reuenge by Larenaes 
Iſſue: Which her then and after Extremiries, to be glaun- 
cedat, not iudged of, briefely I thus decipher. Imagine a 
ſubſtantiall and a palpable appearance ot Loue, Wrath, Sor- 
row, and Deſpaire, ating intheir apteſt habites and extrea- 
meſt paſſions,and then ſuppoſe Eliſa not onely the ſame, but 
more feruently louing, more furiouſly wrathfull , more con- 
fuſedly forrowtull, and more impartiently deſperate: Imagine 
laſtly the firſt three imagined Actors,atter long parrs occup- 
ed, leauing the Stage tothe fourth, as to the perfeReſt Im- 
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ion: andthen from ſuch imagined Stratagem attend 
this actuall Cataſſrophe. 

A Wizard or VWitch(the two common Oracles of many 
too credulent women ) had inſtructed the Queene, that an 
Immolation or burnt Sacrifice, offered to the Infernall Dei- 
ties,ofthe Armour, Ornaments, and all whatſocuer the Re- 
liques of TLEneas left behinde him at his departure from 
Carthage, woulde cffectually eſtrange the outrage of herpal- 
fions,and cxtin& in herthe very remembrance of CHEneas: 
This Counſell (cither for thar at the firſt ſhe belecued it poſ- 
fible,or for that oportunitic ſo offered it ſelfe to praftiſe the 
thing ſhe did purpoſe ) Eh/aentertaining , opened the ſame 
to Amma her Siſter: who ſunply valuſpinous of theſequell, 

ided ſecretly ( as was giuen her in charge) a pyle of dry 
aggots , crowned with Garlands for the dilmall Sacrifice: 
which and Ela her ſelfe in a readinefſſe , CHEnees his Ar- 
mour , becing her eyes Obie , became in this wiſe her 
tongueWubict, 

With this,quoth ſhe(cying the Armour)the craking Tro- 
ia boaſted ts haue buckled with the gallant Diomedes, not 
ſeldome to haue offended the defenceles Grecians, and after 
many loned blowes atthe ſacking of 7roy, valiantly co haue 
boorded his thence-bent Nauic : this Armour profitable to 
my preiudice,there defenſive to him, to be here otfenſiue to 
me, w2re it vnneccſlaric to this Sacrifice , ſhould neuertheles 
burne for the ſametreſpaſſe, This Cup, this Phrigian Cup, 
tooguilty of too many Tyrian draughts , Aſſiſtants in for- 
ming me audaciouſly amorous,ſhall now occupy theſe cere- 
monaal ames as the then Acceſlary to a contrary fire, Theſe 
Bracelets, and theſe Ear-rings ( by too often and officious 
hands faltned and looſed with begged and graunted kiſles, a- 
mong,and nowleſle precious by the giuer his practiſe) ſhall 
ao add Cinderstothe repentant payment of mine ouer I4- 
ted pleaſure. Laſtly are remaining onely wo Reliques of that 

L 2 Recreant, 
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Recreant, this Sword, and Eh/a herſelfe, Butwhat? diddeſt 
thou AEneas)lcaue this and thine Armour in Carthage, asif 
in ae thou ſhouldeſt encounter another Ebſz ? Inconfide- 
ratethat thou art,albeitſuch tcareleflc Conflicts beſt beſeem 
ſuch effteminare Capraines , yet no climate can affoord thee 
one {o foolith, & therefore in no countrey expe ſuch For- 
rune, The Storme(ah from thence are theſe teares) thelerin 
vs twaine latcly in one Caue,was(n0 doubt)ominous to the 
euils: for then ſhould I hauc remembred,thar like as Shelters 
are chicfly ſought for in ſtormes, ſo men labour our fauours 
onely in extremiries:buttheir lults ſatisfied, or wants ſuppli- 
ed, as of Shelters in Sunne-ſhine they eſtimate our bountie, 
leauing thenceforth cuen to ſeeme ſuch as (introth) they ne- 
uer were, But what isnaturall, is of neceſhtie, onely let it be 

raunted he is a Man, and it followeth neceflarilic he is de- 
ceitfull.Flie, Traiterous AEneas,flic vntollowed and vnfrien- 
ded of Elſa: euer may the windes be contray to thy Courſe, 
and the Scas not promiſe thee one houres ſatety, euer be thy 
Ship drowning , and thy ſelte neuer but dying, often reſayle 
ina moment, whence thou wert ſayling a moneth, let no 
blaſte fromthe Ayre , or Billow in the Sca, ſtirre bur to thy 
preiudice, and when no horror and miſhap bath failed thee, 
with thy dead body , tothe vitermolt plagued , periſh alſo 
- thy Sovle vnpardoned, But leaſt mine incharitie proue 
leſle pardonablethan his Iniurie, I that will nor live to heare 
itſo, heartily diſclayme to haue it ſo: pardon therefore , yee 
Gods, me deſiring it,8& him deſeruing it, Troth is it this one 
Sacrifice ſhall giue end to mine infinite ſorrowes : but not(a- 
Jas) withtheſe buraings (rather found guiltie of newe be- 
ginnings) but with my hearts blood , the lateſt Ceremonie 
wanting to this Exequic, Scarcely had theſe words paſſed 
her mouth when, with AEreas his Sword , ſhe pearced her 
Breſt : ſo performing on herſclfe a Tragedie ſought for, and 
to hers a terror vnlooked for. 
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Hileſt Dido,( ſonamed of this her death, or as haue 

ſome, nor leſle probable, of ſo preuenting Hiarbas 
menacing her marriage ) was thus paſsionate and did thus 
iſh, AEneas, after wearie Sca-faring,much ſorrowe,wanie 
ple and places ſcene and ſayled from , arriving in Sly, 
was ioyfully entertained of his auncient friend King Ace- 


fes, and there as the yeere before at Drapenams ) did folem- 


nize an Anniverſaric at the Tombe of his father Anchiſes, 
The Maſtcries,feates, and aQtiue paſtimes tried heereby the 
Troian and Sicilian youth , with lande' and fea Skirmidges, 
the cunning, riding, leaping, ſhooting, wreſtling,and ſuch 
like, wich Bacing on foote and on horsback (this laſt, a ſport 
laely vſed of our Engliſh youthes, butnowe vnpollitickly 
diſcontinued ) Or how the Women of Troy (whereof ma- 
nie were alſo imbarked from thence ) tyred with the perils 
of the Sca, and intiſed with the pleaſures of S:cidy, ro pre- 
vent further ſayling , fired their Ships ( not without great 
lofſe reſcued ) Or how AEneas building there the Cine 4- 
tea, peopled the ſame with his women and impotent Tro- 
ins, Or of the drowning and Reuiſe of Palinuras, and ma- 
ny Occurrents hapniog here, at Camas, Catera,and clic-where 
lomit, aslefſe pertinent to our purpoſe, thenthe haſtning of 
AEneas into Htahe, Wherefore ſhipping him from Sicrhie, 
Inow lande himin Latium : in which part of 7tahe raigned 
and was Reſident in lus Citic Lawentwmthe King Larinws: 
towhom AEzeas addreſſed an hundred Knights,one of them 
d&liuering this Ambaſſe, 

Ignorant are we nor, moſt gratious King ( for in that Title 
atthou famous, and in thattriall may we prooue fortunate) 
of thy Conſanguinitie with the Tro1ans, by noble deſcents 
from Durdanus our auncicnt Progenitor ,neither canſt thou 
but knowe that Troy is ſacked ; and her people for the moſt 
part ſlaughtered} onely knowe ( if already thou knowell it 
not) that AEneas our Duke with a few his Followers, after 
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more than ſeauen yeeres ſayling, are laſtly ( and Juckilie I 
hope ) arrived in thy Countrie: Howbeit of _ places, 
for pleaſure and fertilitie moſt worthy manuring , haue wee 
abandoned the quiet poſſeſſion : yea many,the greatelt Prin- 
ces of Emrope and Africa , haue voluntarily defired our Tas 
riance,demied: onely infinit Seas have welayled , and more 
forrowes ſuſtained to ſecke this Clime , from whence mee 
Troians derive our Originals , and whither our Gods haue 
directed vs by their Oracles, This thy Countrie, inreſpe&t 
of the bigneſle, may caſily affoord roome for a new Troyto 
be builded: Aplot more ſpatious wee doenot aske, A fmal 
ler ſuite thou canſt not graunt , if with ourpreſent extre- 
mitiesthou alſo peiſe our purpoled loyalties ; Neuer were we 
thy foes, and euer will we continue thy friends, Szated wee 
wuſt be, and here wee would be: We dare notdifobeythe 
Gods, commaunding it, nor would we diſcontent thee in de- 
maunding it : graciouſly therefore conceive of our Petition, 
and gratetully receiue from _x£eneas theie Preſents, 

Having thus faid, he in the name of 4Eneas , preſented 
the King with a moſt rich Mantel] or Robe, with an inualua. 
ble Crowne of Goldeenchaſed with precious Stones, with 
thelate royall Scepter of King Priam, and with other Tre 
ſure: which Zatinas cheeretully receiuing, returned the Tre 
tans this anſwere. 

Had notthe Gods commanded your hither repaire,which 
I gainſay not , were we not of confangvinitie, wherein I dif 
claime not, Or my Kingdome not roome-ſomeenough to 
recciue you, asitis, Or had yee not brought precious and 
peaceable Preſents, as yee haue, yeat to dikmiſle Wayfarers 
vareſted and vnreleeued were contrarie to the Gods of Hoſ- 
pitalitic, and ( which they defend that I ſhould therein of 
fend) Larinus his honour, Quer-faſt he fitteth that ſecurely 
fcceth : for as he that is timorous hath roo little prouidence, 6 
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fohe that is feareles hath roo much preſumption : yea leffe 

jeuous are expected than eta Grenks I rake not 
E251 fearerofall, but asI fore-ſceI may fall : forthe vn- 
pearching of others ſhould be fore-preachingsto vs. Priuic 
am I vnto your diſtreſle, applying the like poſſibilitic for me 
ſoto decline: for who is priuiledged from becomming ſuch? 
And who is ſuch that would not have ſuccour? Sore I am 
that ye haue ſoill cauſero eſtrange your ſe]ues from home, 
bur glad that I am in _ caſe ro entertaine you here: Ler 
AEneas (eate him, and proſper yee in /talie: my landewell 
may abide it, and my ſclfe brooke it: Yea more ( for the 
Oracle of my minde conforts no doubt with thoſe of our 
Gods ) Lawmia my ſole daughter and heire, forbidden a 
Natiues and behighteda ſtrangers Marriage, hath found a 
Husbande, and I a Sonne-in lawe : at the leaſt I wiſh it 
would bee, and hope it will bee, Make my thankes to 
AEneas for his Preſents, and bee you Maſters of your Peti- 
tions, 

The Troians being then ſumpruouſty feaſted, euery man 
won a given Courſer brauely and richly mounted, diſmif- 
ſed, returned , and Latinw his anfwere and Preſcnt deli- 
vered, AEneas , neuertheleſle as farre from being ſecure as 
ioyous of ſuch Tidings , knowing the good ſpecde of a 
Stranger to bee an Eye-loreto the people, and therefore 
not carelefſe ſuſpirious of it that might cauſelefie ſuccede, 
ſtrongly inmured his Men in a new-built Fortreſſe. Inthe 
meane while their Arriuall and Entertainement with Z4- 
tin occupied, and, for the moſt part, offended all 7rabe. 
Enviouſlic ſtormed Amata the Queene that Lavinia, her 
Daughter and Darling, ſhould bee wedded toa Stranger, 
an Exile (as ſhe termed him :) andtherefore, when ſhe could 
not diffwade the King by flatterie , ſhee incenſed his 
Nobles and Subicsto refilt ic forcibly, On the orber fide, 
T 4 T xr 1us 
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Twnw , Prince of the Rutiles( in perſon exceeding all for 


comelineſſe, and in Armes equallto any for his courage, to 
whom Lauinia was before promiſed in Marriage) as mal- 
conrent as any for being thus circumuented by Aeneas, held 
a Counſcll in his ſumpruous Citic Adea, fcituate in the 
tcrritorie of Larium, how to intercept the Trozans by wiles, 
expcll them by Warres , weaken them by wants, diſap- 
point AEreas , and poſleſſe himſclte of Z:winia. Often ſent 
he Meſſcngers and ſometimes Menaces to aduertiſe Lu. 
nu that he was promiſed hee ſhould, and to aſſure him hee 
purpoſed hee would cnioy her or anger him. But by hoy 
much more Latinas was religiouſlie varemooueable in his 
Reſolution for AEneas , by ja much the more did Twrnw 
giue looſe raines to his headie anger: Howbeit ſufficient 
matter wanted for his malice to worke vpon, vntill , by euill 
happe, his choler rooke aduantage of this colour. Aſcaniw 
with diucrs Tro/an Gentlemen his Friendes and others his 
Artendants , hunting ina Forreſt not farre from their For- 
trefle, by chancedid incounter, ſtrike, andchace a fayre and 
well ſpread Stagge, whichthe Children of one Tyrrhws ( the 
Kings Raunger and Stewards of his Grounds , a Man of no 
meane account amongſt the Larines) had from a Fawne 
nouriſhed , and fo intreated that no Beaſt might be more 
ramer: This Stagge thus ſtroken and followed of the Tre- 
fans, taking the readicſt way to the houſe of Tyrrhas , and 
with bleeding haunches entring the Hall , was firſt eſpiedof 
$y/aiaor 1a, a young Gentlewoman , in whoſe Jappe hee 
flecping had often layd his head, and at whoſe hands hee hyd 
maay atimetaken Brouſe,beene kemmed,and trimmed: She 
fecin.gi2e Stapge in ſuch aplight, almoſt ſwouncd ere ſhee 
cou. v.cepe , wept cre ſhee might ſpeake , ſpoke ere thee 
was comioned , and was comforted onely in promiſe of 
1. 52%, 24: the nind;g of an Horne , came flocking 
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thither in a triſe che Heardſ-men, Sheapheards, Plow-men, 
and Hinds : this Anticke of Groomes, finding Amon, the 
eldeſt Sonne of Tyrrhas, and their young Mitltris Syluis 

jcuoully paſſionate, and the Stagge bloodie and braying 
4 laſt, queſtion no further what ſhould be done, bur were 


- furioully inquiſitiue after the Doers. Inthis meane time, 


by cuill happe ,._A4ſcanms and his Companie drawing by 
Parſie after the Stagge ( which they knew not for tame) 
mere entered the view of this Shoole of inraged Clowmnes : 
who all at once and ſuddenly , with ſuch weapons as they 
had or found neereit at hand, as Staues , Sheepbookes, 
Dung-forkes , Flayles, Plow-[taues , Axes , Hedging-Bee- 
tels, yea Libbats newly ſnatched from burning, and whar 
not? fiercely aſſayled wich downe right blowes the amazed 
Troians: who not hauing leiſure to aske queſtions, coura- 
gioully cntertaine the vaknawen Quarrell: andſo long and 
dangerouſly for cither part continued this confuſion 'of 
blowes and effuſion of blood, that by now it was bruted at 
the Fortreſie and at Lawrentwm, and was anone increaſed by 
reſcue from cither Faction : neither had this Skuffling an 
end vntill night was begunne: at what time the Latines , Ru- 
files,and Trowns leftthe wilde Medley, howbeit not diſconti- 
nuing their malice. Of chiete account amongit the Lazimes, 
were {laine luſty 44on,and aged Galeſwe,(this latter a man of 
an honeſt and wealthic condition ) whileſt he vnſcaſonably 
amongſt blowes deliuered vnregarded perſwafions of Peace. 
The wounded Corlſes of theſe twaine did Twrmus cauſe tobec 


conmyed to the viewe of Lats, as Arguments of their 


common dammage, himſeclte, with an enujous heart and an 
inueRtiue tongue, amplifying the ſane roche vitermoſt, nor 
maſliſted therein by the yretull Queene Amara, or vn- 
ſunhered by the hurlic burlic of the impatient People, all 
Fi labouring 
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Labouring the King to denounce Armour againſt the Tys 
ians, Laine inthis tumult of his Subiccts, and trauell of his 
Sences , aſſuring himſelfe that AEneas was the man 

to the Marriage of Lawma and ſucceſſion wp 
rizm , diſlwaded, but might not perſwade , with the headie 
multitude. In fewe, with ſuch ethcacic did the dead Corſes 
inuire ir,the Queene entreate it, ana affect ir,and the Peo- 
ple follow it, thatlaſtly, though againſt his minde, the King 
did ſuffer the Laurentines to reare on their Valles abſo- 
lute Tokens of imminent Warres : Thus founde Terms 
that which hee longed for , and {AEneasno lefie than hee 
looked for , and either ſolliciting ſuccours , were not long 
vnfurniſhed of hardie Souldiours: yea, in reſpeCt of then 
multuous Armies, the Warres lately ceaſed at Troy , might 
now haue beene ſaide to bee reuviued in /tabe. But as in his 
Wandrings,ſo in his Warres, my purpoſe is breuitic: cither 
of which the Lawriat Truimpetor of his glorie hath ſo effec- 
eually ſounded,that many might amplifie,I could iterate,but 
not any amend it: neuertheleſſe in remembring of this He 
ſtorie I haue alſo vied other Authorities, 


| kenny y After long Warres valiantly on either part 
performed, many great Kings, Princes, and Perſonages 
periſhed, when laſtly the Rutrles begunne to bee repentant 
of their wrong , and the Traans wearic of the Warres, 
CAEnearand Twam , mecting, had theſe words: And firſt 
AEn as. 

Often Truces haue wee had ( Twnw ) for the buriall of 
ourdead, neuer treaties of peace for the welfare of thoſe + 
live: onely once ( asT hauc beene euer) diddeſt thou ſceme

| Hether that this our Iland was 
firſt called Brnaineafterthe name 
of &rute , or he the Patriarch of 
our Brzons, orthatthe tripartite 
deuifion thereof, after the names 
of his three Sonnes , Locrene, 
Camber, and Albanack, into Loe- 
era, Cambria, and Albania, after- 
» o 3f wards the ſciun Territories of 
the Enelſh, Velch, and Seots be true or nor, Lleaue it diſputa- 
bleto the Cenſurors of our by-paſſed and moderne Hiſtorio- 
graphers: onely addiag,that before the firſt entric here of the 
Reamaines , our Hiſtoric auoydeth not the ſuſpirion of ſome 
fabulous Errors, Neitherlet irbe offenſtuely ſpoken, or as 
preiudicating others in their opinions, that touching che 
Originales , and firſt denominations of the firſt Incolents, 
and of rhis our Iland, I concurre with our learned and ſtudi- 
ous Antiquaric Maſter Camden, in ſuch as is by himcircum- 
peRly ſet downe in his well-merricing worke, intituled Bri- 
tamia: out of which, I confeſle my ſelte,to haue gleaned not 
alitcle apting tothis our abridged Hiſtoric. Howdcit, to a- 
wide Nouclries (lefſe nugarions, perhaps, than many Rela- 
tons, for their onely antiquities, receiued for verities) I pur- 
poſeno other,or not a much different courſe, than thorough 
beCurrant of our common Chronicles, 
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Brateis authored to haue ariued in this Iland, then named 
Mbion, which he conquering, cauſed to be called after his 
owne name Brizaine,in the yeere ofthe worlds age 28 5 5.and 
beforethe incarnation of Chriſt 1 108.yeeres. Art Ferrexand 
Porrex,brethren,& ioynA-Kings,in lynial Ciſcent eighteene 
from Brute,616.yeeres after thatrhis Land had beene gouer- 
ned by Brute and his Linage, was that royal blood and Houſe 
tragically diſtroyed: Ferrexlaine in bartell by his brother, 
and Porrex, in reuenge thereof, murthered by their Mother, 
After which, this Iland continued in civill diſcention by the 
ſpace of about fiftic yecres, vnder fower, and ſometimes five 
Kings or Dukes , of whom remaineth neither number not 
names: and was laſtly reduced into a Monarchie, vader Mw 
mutius Dunmvallso,Duke of Danmonia or Cornewaile. 
Gorboman was the twelfth in lyniall diſcent , from Das- 
walls : betwixt whom and Caffailan raigned 31. Kings: of 
whoſe diſcents,aQts,8& times of their Raignes ( Hely, Lud,and 
one or two moe excepred) are authorities ſo barren,that,tow 
ching them, Irather prepoſe ſcilence, than to ſerdownein- 
cerrainties: Howbeit find I notto the contraric,bur that yet, 
and long time after , the Scepter continued in the bloodof 
mw 4 Ofthe Brirtiſh Kings is Caſdwilan accounted, with 
Brate, the 7 3. King : but in troth, notrecconing the Protec- 
torſhip of Guendoleyne in the Nonage of herſonne Madan, 
nor any ioynt-Raignes, as that of Cunedage and Morgan, Fer- 
rexand Porrex , with others ſuch, nor the depriuations and 
Reſtaurations of ,Hchigalloand Eldwre ( which are by molt 
ſeucrally accounted ) Caſduilan was but the 64. King from 
Brute. In the Raigne of this Caſduilan, before the yeareof 
grace about 5 5. yeeres, and afterthe ariuall of Brate about 
1057 yeeres,did Julius Ceſar winne,for the Komarnes,the firlt 
Tribute cuer payed vnto any by the Brizons, 
Heere, before we write fake of the procecdings of the 
Romaine) 
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gamaines inthis Land, it ſhall not be impertinent to remem- 
her, into what and how manyRegions, and diuerſly-named 
Peoples the firlt Romaine difcouerers found it deuided, An- 
cient Authors, Latine and others ( of whom Ju{w Ceſar him 
ſelfe is one, and before whoſe entric heere our Hiſtoric hath 
few or none of autenticke authorines )in their hiſtoricall and 
Geographicalldeſcriptions of that part ofthis Iland which is 
now England (howbeit concluding the whole vader the com- 
mon name of Britaine) diſtinguiſh the ſame by ſeuerall parts 
or Colonies, hild, deuiſiuely, by ſcauentecne different peo- 
ples: chat is to ſay, thoſe parts whichwe now call Cornewall 
ad Deuonthire,by the Danmornes: Dorletſhire, by the D#- 
mriges : Somerſetthire, Wiltſhire, and Hampſhire, by the 
Belgres : Barkeſhire,by the Atrrebazies : Suthrie & Suſlex,by 
the Regmes : Kent, by the Cantzes: Gloceſterſhire & Oxford» 
ſhire,by che Dobunies : Buckinghamſhire, Bedfordſhire, and 
Hentford(hire , by the Catimeianics : Middleſex and Eſſex, 
the Trinobames : Suffolke,Norfolke, Cambridgſhire, and 
tingronſhire, by the /cemes : North-hampronſhire, Lei- 
celterſhire, Rutlandſhire, Lincolnſbire, Nottinghamſhire, 
md Darbyſhire, by the Corit anies: Warwickſhire, Worce-

dich they called Briania prima,containing the South parts:

Britantia ſeennda , which we now call Wales: Flaud C aſarienſy, 
extending from the Riucr of Thamys to Humber: Maximy 
Cafarienſis, from Humber tothe Tyne : and Yalentia, which 
contayned from Tyne to Grameſdicke , necte vnto Edenbe- 
rough. 

| IE we now to Caſinilan, yeelding benceas is afore- 
fide, Tribute to the Rowames. To him lucceeded in Raigne 
his Nephewe Theomant , to him Cymbelineliis Sonne : in 
whoſe raigne Ca/phurnias Agricola being then heere for the 
Romaines, was borne our Sautour Chriſt Ielus: after the ari- 
uall of Brwte 1107.yeares, 


_ Cymbeline was Lucius the fift King, This Lucias (al 
beit divers wel approued & reuerent Authors giue Ante- 
dates to the preaching & receite of the Goſpell here, euenin 
the Infancie theceof)was the brit of che BrittiſhKings that by 
publique Aucthoricie intertained the Chriſtian Faith : and 
was,with his, Baptized aboutthe yecre of our Lord God 188, 
after Brute 12 94.ycares, From this Baptifme of the Britons 
Chriltianirie(though ſometimes perſecuted)fiorithed about 
21 6.ycares after: vntill the Saxons, preuayling, reducedP+ 
ganizme: which for long time after had continuance heere, 

Lacixs dying without Iflue, notonely ceaſed the Raigne 
of the Daryallones,atter 54.Kings of thatlynage : but alſo,ab 
ter $2, Kings from Brete, according tothe former of the ac- 
compts,wasthe Scepter firſt diſcotinued from the Brizons,% 
intirely cransferred ro the Rovraiue Emperors. For although, 
fron about twentic yeeres after. the firſt Tribute wonne 
hence by /ul1u Ceſar, the Romaines had forthe moſt part in 
this Land their Conſuls, Preſidents, or Lefetcnnants, yeat, 
vntill now, were the Britons gouerned by their natural Prin- 
ces. Andbe itremembred,thatalbeit, in the time of the Em- 
perour Claudzw, part of this land became Prownciall tothe 
Romans, 
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Remarnes, yeat to compaſſe the whole ſuch coſt them nor 
kfſe than an hundred and thirtie yeeres trauell, even to the 

ie of Domician : when Julius Agricola, in effet, made 
this whole Iland imperial! : thence continewing to the Re- 
maine State(the Impacabilitic of the P:iFesand Scotes exc 
ted) A perfe& Prouince,vnto the death of thafforſaid Laciav, 
Whence, after fifteene yeeres diſcention amongſt the Bri 
tens, and in the meane time no King , did Severas, then Em- 
peror of Rome”, vndertake heere perſonall and abſolute Soue- 
nintic. YVhereby the Gouernment of the naturall Britziſh 
Kings,or rather of long time before but Vice-Roies to the 
Remaines,was for many yeeres ſuſpended. 

To him ſeuerall ſucceeded eight Kings'Romaines : hows 
beitnot vninterrupted among by ſoine noble Britons, that 
mavgrethoſe, at ſeuerall rimes poſleſſed themſclues of in- 
conſtant Regalitie heer.The laſt of the nyne Romaines(whoſe 
whole Empue,through their owne ciuill warres, and Inuafi- 
ons of the Barbarians, began now palpably to decline) was 
Gracian, After whom, to the Britons (now againe headleſſe, 
andin ciuill diſcention : that of longtime had , and then til 
did wholie relic on the tuition of the Romazrnes, who in their 
pollicie,ſtill ro hold this Land theirs , had difarmed it ofmu- 
nition,and vnapted the people to proweſle and warlike diſci- 
pline)ſucceeded many yeeres turbulent and moſt miſerable : 
Forthe Pictes ( of whom followerh an abſtract of their pecu- 
har Hiſtoric ) A warlike and terrible people,then occupying 
thoſe parts which we now call the middle Marches, berwixe 
the Engliſh & Scots, orrather, the more part of thatwhich is 

Scotland, aſſiſted by the 1riſh- Scots , ſo debelled and op- 
the Britons, that neuer were they ſotyrannized, or 

their Stare ſo deſperar. 
- Ofthe el{-where diſperſed Romaine Prouinces, none than 
this could boaſt more politike and martiall Preſidents and 


Liefetennants : of whom many , and ſome of them heere- 
: Aa 2 bore 
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borne Incolents,became afterwards the moſt magnificent of 
the Emperors: yeadiuers of the powertfulleſt Romaine Empe. 
rors,to holdthis Iland theirs , were often perſonally forced 
hither. Wherefore,cuen now, when their owne ciuill warres 
were moſt inteſtine, and the Barbarians moſt inteſtiue to 
their Empire, Britaine was neuerthele(ſe by them not neg. 
lected, Witnes ( beſides the often tranſmitting , cuen in 
thoſe then troubleſome times,of Legions in defence of this 
Land)their admirable works and proviſions heere againſt the 
impacable Incurſions of thoſe barbarous & vndamed Pies 
then threatning, in partnot wacted, the extirpation hence 
both of the Emperiales and Britons. To paſſe by in filence 
Julie Agricola Adrian, Lollims Vrbicw, Seuerus and others 
their ſeuerall workes and walles, erefted hcere in the Nor- 
thern Regions for the ſame purpoſe: of which , beſides Seac- 
rw bis forced vallic , with other ſtrong and huge labors and 
fabrications,were rcared at ſeuerall rimes two walles, rhe one 
of Turffe,and the other of Pyles and Tymber ſtrongly and 
artificially interpoſed , extending from Sea to Sea ouer- 
thwarts the Countrey,eſtimated in length fowerſcore, or, as 
hauc ſome aboue fiueſcoore myles, incredible may it ſeeme 
that out of autenticke Authors 1s exrant, were it not even vw» 

tothis day to bee ſcene in the Ruines, of the wall yer called 

the Pies wall, raiſed of firme ſtone, containing in length as 

is aforcſaid,in bredth throughout eight foote , and in height 

twelue, Arcueric myles diltance thereof was a ſtrong and 
ſquaire-buile Caſtell, well furniſhed with men and munition:; 

betwixtthe Caſtels were diuers watch-Towers, and through 

| thewalles of cucry Tower and Caſtell was ſo artificially con- 

ueiedatrunke or pipe of brafic, that from which ſocuer of 
the Caſtles or Towers was bur wiſpered intothe Pype , the 

voice diſtin&tly and without interruption was ſpeedely re- 

ceived from watchto watch, and thereby the whole Gariſon, 
fo many wykesſundered, were ſuddenly aduerniſed of theit 
| | cx 
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expeditions,or of the approch of the Enimic. AEtias, then 
for Rome in Fraunce(tor defence of which Prouince,the For- 
ces for Britaine and flower of our heer-Incolents, were then 
withdrawen hence thither)importuned by the miſerable Byj- 
tas for ſuccour againſt the mercileſle P:&es, transfrering hi- 
ther,in their aide, a Legion of Souldiours, cauſed this mar- 
veilous and tmillitarie Wall then to be builded. After which, 
the Romaine Empire it ſelfe extreamely languiſhing in anin- 
curable Conſumption, the Varr-intricated Romaznes viter- 
left Britame to the vndiſciplind Britons : againſt whomthe 
lue proviſions aforeſaid notwithſtanding, the Pittes 
continewed tyrannouſlly infeſtiue : Infomuch that, for pro- 
tection, the Brirons ſuppliantly offered chemſclues and be- 
came vaſſals to Conftantme, brother to the King of little Bye. 
mane which Countric in former times was called Armorice. 
He accepting the voluntarie ſubicCtion of this then imbelli- 
ous Countrey,and his proweſle and Pollicic deſtinare to his 
newe Subiects fortunate,the Crowne of this Land, thus the 
ſecond time ſetled in a Forriner, inured to him and his poſte- 
ritie: And the Romarnes were thenceforth vtterly outted their 
woonted Tribute and Dominion heere: which from Julias 
Ceſar had hadcontinuance for aboutthe ſpace of fiue hun- 
ded yceres : Theodoſimethe yoonger and Y alentinian being 
then Emperors. : 


AF the deccaſe of the aforeſaid Conftantinethe Ar- 
morican ot French-Briton, raigned here hiscldeſt ſonne 
Conſtance, formerly ſworne a religious Recluſe, of whoſe pu- 
fianimitic and milde dulneſſe Yortiger , Duke of Cornwall 
taking — vnderhand procuring hisdcath poſſeſſed 
bis Diademe, For which ſuſpeed Regecide he , growing 
adiousto his SubicRs, and intangled with more than n_ 
wus buſinelle with the impacablc Pides, cntertayned in his 
b., Aa 3 ſupport 
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ſupporta valiantpeople of Germany called Saxons: of whom 
| be anone more largely ſpoken. 

Ambroſe and Y ter, the rwo brethren of Conſtance as be- 
fore murchered,hauing now gotten an Armie,purſucd Yorti- 
er vnto his Caſtel, which he had built in the parts afterwards 
and now callcd ales, whether the Saxons had debelled lim. 
VWho therefore may be ſaid the laſt Monarche of Britarne of 
the Brittiſhblood, yo atche chaſing of him hither, the 
Saxons founded the firſt of their Kingdomes heere: and the 
Kingdome of the Brittifh Kings him ſucceeding (though 
diuers of them indeed valiant Princes, & mauger the Saxony 
delating their dominion,andall of chem retayning the title of 
Kings of Brit ane) extended no farther, or to little more than 
that which is now called #ales, Yortigers Caſtell,and he init 
burned by Ambroſe and Yter, they then ſucceeding]y raig- 
ned,who with Arthar (lurnamed the Worthy)ſonne of Yer, 
and two or three more of that Streene, of whom algo the 
ninth and Jaſt King of the linage of the aforeſaid Conſtantine 
the Armorican, was one, intheir ſeuerall Raignes awed nota 
little the Sax9nsby armor and Stratagems. To Mags ſuc- 
ceeded in Raigne Carnick, of an vaknowen Pedegree : who, 
through his cuill government , grew ſo disfauoured of his 
Subiccts, that the Saxons (who ar ſeuerall times, in ſcucrall 
places, from their firſt intertayqment heere by Yorriger had 
planted theimſclues in this Land)got opportunity of {o many 
victorics,that Caritick with his Britons (in their Countric {ce- 
king them a Countrie) were laſtly chaſed and boundedby 
them from our all parts intothe mountanous VVeſternc Re- 
gions of this Land, where he diced. Thence, for the ſpace of 
about 24. yeeres after (in which time was an intermiſſion of 
Britriſh, Kings ) the Welch-Britons, as before hence debclled, 
made diucrs more valiant than gainefull Out-roades, vnder 
diuers their Leaders, againſt the Saxons. Laſtly Cadwane 
Duke of Yenedocia,afterwards called North-#afes,Cadwallne 
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his ſonne, and Cadwallader, as write ſome, his ſonne, but de- 
ſcended linialy, as write others, of the blood of Cerdicw the 
firſt King of the Weſt Saxns,ſucceedingly raigned ouer the 
ſame Welch-Brizons, Of euery of theſe three great proweſle 
and prayſes are recorded by all Authors, 

Cadwallader about the yeere of grace 686. forſaking kingly 
authority,became a religious man,8&,as haue ſome,departed 
hence in Pilgrimage to Rome,where he died, In him abſolute- 
_ the Raigne andtitle of the Kiogs of great Britaine : 

,vnder 106, fcuerall Kings from Brute, had continued, as 
write ſome, 1792, others 1322. yeeres. From thencefoorth 
the Remaines heere of the Britons were called !Velch-men 
(which, Saxonly, (ignifieth Aliens or Strangers) and thea- 
foreſaid Land ahich they hild and hold in this Iland Wakes. 
Amongſtwhom was a ſucceſſion of Naturall Kings by the 
onely Stile of Kings of Wales, vnto the Raigne of Willam Reu- 
fs, that Rice or Rees their laſt King was ſlaine : howbeit lon 
time after impacable,vntillthat King Henry the Eight, exas 
of their blood , incorporated them and the Engliſh in 
lawes and ProteRion one People. Of the Progrefle of that 
moſt ancient and valiant Nation,that vnder the altered name - 
of iVelchmen, even at this day in all Loyaltie towards her Ma- 
ieſtic poſſeſſe where Cadwallzder then [ef them,hath Door 
Powell wel and compendioufly written a peculiar Chronicle, 
whereunto I refer the Reader. 

After this Eiectment of the By:rons, and Period (Wales ex- 
cepted) of their ancient dominion in this Hande, hapning a- 
bout 2 3 6.yeeres from the fir{t receiving ofthe Saxons vnder 
the conduRt of Hengeſt by Yortiger thus related, itfolloweth 
in fewe to be ſpoken in order as the ſame, not without more 
than much blood and buſineſſe, during the aforeſaide 2 36, 
yeeres or ſornewhat more beguane,continucd,and commen- 
kd of the Saxon Heprarchia or their ſeauen Kingdomes, 
Cantons or Calonics here erected, For when the Saxons (as 
Aa 4 before 
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before called hethet by y!l-aduiſed Yorriger ) had gotten vnto 
themſclues the glorie of many viRories againſt the Pitfes 
andother the enemies of this Land, and that the King, repu- 
diating his lawfull wife , had married the beautiful! daughter 
of Hengeſt the Saxon Captaine, it was coucnanted , that the 
Britons (ould onely attend their private affaires and profits, 
and the Sxx97s, for competent viande and fallarie to vnder- 
goe the defence of the Realme againſt whatlocuer Ene- 
mies, 

Vnder this pretext multuous and warklicke Supplies of 
theirs daily repaired hether: who,long time atfeCting the ſub- 
1ection of fo glorious and fertile a Countrie as this, and now 
finding themlelues ſufficiently powerfull, and the Bricons ali 
enared from themſelues through caſe and effeminacie(a con- 
federacie bertwixt them, the Pres and Scots firſt concluded 
ypon) they quarrelled the Britons : as pretending a breach of 
the aforeſaid Coucnant, Whereupon, tor many following 
yeeres, they purſued ſuch vnapeaſable and ryrannous warre 
that ( as ſaieth one of the like perſecution atcerwardes by the 
Danes here ) the oppreſied Brirons ſuffered whatſocuer the 
Subdued could feare or the victors afflit, Laſtly,the Britons 
being forced, as is aforeſaid, into !Vales, they reared thence 
vnto the Saxons ſuch awefull armies,finiſhing in often vifto- 
ries, vnder Princes valienter than whom no paſled ages could 
honor that, had not Britamme beenedeſtinate vnto the Saxons, 
never had they erected here an Heptarchya, or altered it into 
aAomarchie, of cither of which be it now ſcucrally ſpoken: 
and firſt becaule firſt,of their Heptarchua, 


He firſt Kingdome or Canton thereof was Kerr, and 
- & thelfle of Thaner. Ir ſerledly began aboutthe yeereof 
the word incarnated 475. inthe reſtaured'Raigne of the 


forelaid Yorriger, vnder the betore named Saxon called _ 
$97 
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: who, afcer his firſt Entrie, which was about a9n.450.07 
ewhat more, had beene hence expulſed,but efrſoonesre- 

turned,andlaſtly hild Kent for his Dominion. The firſt Chri- 

ſtian King thercof,av.5 96.0r thereabouts, was Ethelbert : the 
laſt King was Ba/ared: in whoſe time Egberr , King of the 

Weff-Saxons , ſubdued this Dominion of Kext and ioynedit 

wito his owne Regeinent : after it had continued, vnder the 

ſucceſſion of eighteene Kings, by the ſpace of about 320. 
es. 

The ſecond Dominion was of the South- Saxons,and con- 
tayned Sw/ſex ahd Southrie. It began about anx.s 36.inthe le- 
cond yecre of Awrelie «Ambroſe King of the Rritons , vnder a 
$axoncalled Hellaor Ella. The firlt Chriſtian Prince thereof 
mas Eailwaleh or Ethelweld : the laſt of the Kings was Alame: 
in whoſe time the Velt-Saxons alfo added ittotheir Signo- 
rie,after ir had continued vnder che ſucceſſion of ſeauen kings 
112.yeeres : howbeic ſome addea more number of Kings, 
and account 306, yceres, for touching this Dominion Au- 
thors greatly diifer, 

- The Third was of the Exft-i_ngles: contayning North- 

falke, Suffolke, Cambridgeſhire, and Te Iſle of Elje. It begana- 

boutthe twelte yeere ot the aforeſaid Awrelie Ambroſe, vnder 
aSaxon called Ya, The fic Chriſtian King thereof about 

a#n.63 0, was Orpewald : the laſt of the Kings was Saint Ed- 

mund, {laine abour anx. $69. buthe Dares: who for many 

$ before hadpillaged, tyrannifed, and in ſome parts in- 
ited this land : concerning whoſe achieuementshere (hal 
be anone, in it due place intreated, :From rhencetoorth the 

Eaſt- Angles were ſubicCted tothe Dares, vmill laſtly Edward 

the elder alſo annexcd it to the /Veſt-Saxon Government » af- 

terthe continuance thereof vnder ſeuenteene Regents, Sex- 

#s and Danes,q1 8.yeres. Ot the Progreſle ofthis Kingdome 

alſo difagreement in Authors, peter [ict tp 240M 

+. The fourth and preuailing Kingdome was of the WeHH- 
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362 An Epitome of the whole 

Saxons, occupying Cornwaile , Deyonlbeir, Dorſerſheir, | 
Somerſetſheir, Wyleſheire, and Bark(heir, It began in the 
raigne of King Ar:hur ouer the Velch- Brirons, vnder a Saxon 
called Cerdicxe. The firſt Chriſtian King thereof an. 63 6,0r 
thereabouts wasCyngill or Kyngill, Now when King Egbert 
had by proweſle and pollicie obtained Raigne ouer the Weft- 
Saxons and beſides his victories ouer the /Velche, was poſle(- 
ſed of five ofthe Saxon Regiments heere, and of the other 
two hopedthe like,he gauc toorth a generall Edi&t , whe 

he commaunded that his whole Dominion heere ſhoulde be 
called Ange/, or Saxonly , England, and the Inhabitants 
Engliſbmen,or Angles: in Reuiuor of the name of the Coun- 
tric from which his Aunceſtors that firſt gor poſleſſions in 
this Lande ſcaled : which is called,cuen vnto this day, Angel: 
and is now in ſubieQion to Denmarke. For it isto be noted, 
as warranted out of vncontrowlable Authors , that in the far- 
ther parts of that which was aunciently called Cymbria, now 
Germanie, was a ſpatious Terratorie, diſtinguiſhed by three 
Regions and people;(in their originales Sexthians) that is to 
lay, Saxome,Anelia or Angel and /uta or Iwithand; whoſe In- 
habirants were called Saxons, Angles,or Engliſhmen, and [utes 
or Getes: all that whole Countric and thole people neverthe- 
lefle knowen and called by the common names of Saxonie 
and Saxons. Of theſe, the angles or Enghſh-Saxons, after 
that Henge# with his [ures or Getiſh- Saxons and the Saxons (0 
meerely named had enterpriced an Inuaſion heere , ſo affec- 
ted habitation in this Lande, that, leauing their owne Coun 
tric in Gerzanie Defart , they ſwarmed hither at ſeuerall 
times with ſuch multious ſupplics that the Brrrons hence cx- 
pulſed,in the —_— three of the Deuidees, that is, thoſe 
ofthe Northumbres, Merctans, and Eaft- Angles conſiſted of 
thoſe _dwgtes or Engliſh-Saxons: inregard of whoſe ample 
Prouinces, and numerous people the other fower were much 
inferior, Vpon which moriue , and tor that an 
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hence exaR, King E#bert cauſed this Land,as is aforeſaid,to 
be called Erg/end, notthat it had that name of Henge#,as ate 
ſome oppunons, For many,and not tobe cainſa, are the 
Hiſtories 1ntreating how theſe three people, vnder the com- 
mon name of Saxo2s,bctore then, and after infeſtious toal- 
molt rhe whole world, gaue euerie wheretheir aforeſaide di- 
ſtinguiſhed nawes to their deuiſiue conqueſts: and that of 
thele Ang/es or Engliſk-Saxons who ( as before) firlt called 
this Land Exgland,vcre and are the denominations of divers 
Countries and Townes celſewheare: as of the aforeſaid Coun- 


| tie called Ange/or Angulw, now prouinciall ro Dexmarke, 


Engern in Weitphalia, Swewt- Aneli, Angloen a Towne in Po- 
merania, Engelh:im, Ingolſtadio, Engiburg, and Englerate in 
Germanie,and Angleria in [take : as heerot by Maſter Camden 
is commendably obſerued and ſtudiovuſly collected, In this 
kingdome of the !!eſt-Saxons were the other (1xe States in 
proceſle of tine,as anon ſhall be ſaide, reduced to a Monar- 
chic : as alſo in the royall blood thereot,now combyned with 
that of the Normain,the Scepter inureth cuen vnto this day, 
Thus of this fowenth Dominion in this Heptarchua: of the 
other three itnow tolloweth. 

The fitth was of Northumberland : containing Lanca- 
ſheir, Yorkeſheir, the Biſhoprick of Durham,Cumberland, 
Weſtmerland, and{o ro Edenborough, This Signoriewas 
mthe beginning devided into two,that isto ſay, Bremera, and 
Deira : this contained from Humberto Tyne, and that from 
Tymero the Scortith Sea. Both were begone leucrally within 
thecompaſle of three yceres, to wit, about anno 547. vnder 
two Saxos named [da and Ed: and were laſtly vnited vnder 
Ethelfride by the name of the Kingdome of Norrhumberland, 
The firſt Chriſtian Prince thereof, about awn. 627. was Ed- 
dye. This _—_— intierly and deuifiuely, continued vn- 
&rthe ſuccefſion of 20, or after ſome of 2 3. Saxon Kings 
y21.yceres and afterwards deuiſively vader Saxons 8 Danes 


vnato 
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vato about awn.9 54. when Eldred King of the 1Ve/f-Saxens 
alſo ſubdued ir to his kingdome : Adelred holding then for 
the Saxons,and Hyrew for the Danes. So,it may ſeeme,from 
the firſt rothe laſt,thatthis ioyntly and ſcuerally , as before, 
gouerned endured 409.yeeres, But this Hyrew is ſaide of 
lome to be appointed to that gouernment in the raigne of 
Canwa: which began long time after, thatis, about anze 
Io1g. 

The ſixt was of Eſex, or of the Eaſf-Saxons, containing 
Eſſex, Middleſex, and in it London, and part of Hertford- 
ſhcir. More diftringly & doubcingly than of the other fſ1xcis 
itthat Authors ſet downe of the beginning and progreſle of 
this dominion: being for the molt part but provincial, ſome- 
times to Mercia,and ſometimes to Kent Howbeit thoſe Au- 
thorities that carrie moſt probabilitic write , that the begin- 
ning thereof was about a». 614. that the firſt Chriſtian 
Prince there about ann.603.or 624.was Sebert, the laſt there 
raigning Swhrea, the ſucceſſion of Gouernors 17. the yeeres 
of the continuance 281, and thatthe Subdewer of the ſame 
alſo to the Veft-Saxons was Egberr, 

The feauenth, and greatelt, was of < Mercia, or the Midd- 
Aneles: including the Sheires of Glouceſter, Hereford, 

orceſter, Warwicke,Leiccſter, Roteland,Northamprton, 
Lincolne, Huntington, Bedford, Buckingham, Oxenford, 
Stafford, Salop, Nottingham, Cheſter,and the other part of 
Hertfordtheir. It began about axn.626.in the raigne of Cad: 
wane ouer the iVelcb-Bricons,vnder a Saxon called Penda.The 
firſt Chriſtian King thereof about ann.647.was Peada the laſt 
ofthe kings there Cenopphe. About ann.$76.A4lared lubdewed 
itto the Veft-Saxons : after the continuance thereof vnder 18 
Saxon Kings 250. yeeres, After which the Danes, and laſtly 
Elfleda a Saxon Princeſle gouerned there, vntill Edward the 
elder about ann. 9g 17.recouered the ſame againe to the Weſt 
Saxons. Adding which latex Rulers and yeares to the fore 
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mer were from the firſt ro the laſt 2 2, Princes and at the leaſt 


280.yeeres, 


T Hus was the progreſſeto and in hi Heptarehia: where- 
in if, perhaps,oughtbe omirreg] orerred,ler it ſuffice for 
anexcuſe that, having ſcarched the moſt and beſt Hiſtories 
Eccleliaſticall and others intreating of theſe marrers, hardly 
inde I heerein a concordance in any two Authors. Alſo 
much more,of much moment might be heere ſpoken of the 
State of things vnder this Heptarclva or ſeauen-told Domi- 
niva, As of their continued ciuill warres amongſt them- 
ſelues: often fights with the inuaſtue Dares: their perſecuting 
ofthe Chriltians heere whilit themſelues were Pagans: their 
re ſanCtitie when they were Chriſtians: their edifying and 
ſumpruous Eretions of all our chicfe Minſters, Monaſte- 
ries, and Monuments: wherein was more than done by one 
of thoſe petite Princes, or, perhaps, by ſome their SubieQs, 
than by any of all, or (two or three excepted) by all cogether 
of our following Monarkes, But of theſe onelythus: haſten 
weto our purpoſed proſecution of State-marters,mainer and 
ofmorc note. 

Haingthus, briefly and deuiſtuely ſpoken of this ſelfe. 
ſhouldering Heptarchia or ſeauen Saxon Principates at one 
time and of long time on foote in this Land after the ex 
ion of the Bricons into Wales, and of the ſeuerall incorpora- 
ting by degrees, of all bythe Ve/#-Saxons into one Monar» 
chic called England, notimpertnently it enſucth to be ſaid 
how King Alwred, of ſomecalled Alfred, diuided the Lande 
into bounded parts,Saxonly called Shyres,Engjiſhly Shares, 
which about «n. 1016.were numbred onely 3 2. Bur, after 
the Eviction from the Scots of thoſe Countries which we 
wow call the Biſhopricke of Durham, Lancaſhire,Northum- 


beclaod, Weſtmerland, aud Cumberland, and the like Devi-

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fion of them,as alſo of ales, the number of Shires increaſd 
t049. The Shires alſo Aled deuided into Hundreds and 
Tythings or Bocres, in ſome part of the land termed Wap. 
pentakes and Lathes: touching which , as firſt whence theſe 
termes were founded ,why theſe Deuifions and Subdeuiſions 
were inſtituted, and what, for the publike Pollicie , was the 
ſcuerall Practiſe within eueric of them, my Referment of the 
varead in our Lawes is, amongſt others, to Maſter Lambards 
Treatiſe of the Duetics of Conſtables, and Maſter C zmdeny 
aforeſaid Britannia : cither of which ſignificantly enough 
rouch ypon theſe matters,onely I adde this note, that the like 
preuentions of Miſchicfes and effeRing of publike peace 
and profit,as when theſe EreQtions were praftiue in their cres 
ared Natures, may, in our times be rather wiſhed than a 
wiſe hoped for. Neuertheleſſe hence may groundly be faid 
derived our beſt and ſtill experienced Method wherein we 
now execute lawes & diſpatch,with leſſer intricacie, the Col 


leions and buſineſles for the Wealepublike. 


N thoſe daies inthis Land , (thenconfiſting , as we have 

{aid,butof 3 2.Shires)was a triple difference and praGtiſe of 
Lawes,called we > and Dane-lage: 
peculiar in times then by-paſſed to the before diſtinguiſhed 
Meere Saxons, Angles or Engliſh-Saxons, 8& to the Danes: 
who ofthe 32. Shires had formally inuaded fifteene, Asfor 
the ——_— they held onely Kent and the Iſle of Wight, 
and had, as may be colleRed lawes in ſome things different 
from the other Saxons : Concerning which three Lawes 
more ſhall be ſaid hereafrer, 

Alſo about thoſe times were ordained Iudges, becauſe of 
their Circuites called /rmerantes,fuch in effeR as now are our 
lIudges of Aﬀifes. Likewiſe in cuery Shire of the Nobher 
and of chiefe note was a yeerely choiſe of a — 

» 
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whom we now call a Shiritfe : in thoſe daies within his deuiſr- 
on of no leſle authoritic than a prouinciall Vicar or Vice- 
t. To conclude this relation,much of high importance, 
tradition from thoſe times, continueth the like or burlir- 
tle differentpratiſe in our preſent Pollicie: wherein alſo reſts 
aremaine of divers Lawecs and Cuſtomes, yer currant heere, 
deriued from the Danes: who ( as thall be now digeſted) dw 
ring the precedent Heprarchia torewarded, and in this ſuccee- 
ding Monarchie finithed a next and new alteration in the 
State of England. 


Bout ann. 787. Brithrick then raigning ouer the We#7- 

Saxons, ( tor our accounts of rymes ſhall now followe 
that predominant kingdome ) the Dazes firit enred this 
Lande : whence by the Saxon Princes, concurring inarmes, 
they were valiantly tor that time auoided, About ann.$o8. in 
the Raigne of Egbert with a much greater power they ſecon- 
ly arrived heere, ſpoiling Kent & the Lile of Sheppie. hom, 
albeit the King vigorioutly withſtood , yetthey being then 
victorious, forceably helde themſclues in greater or fewer 
numbers in one or other place inthe Land, by the ſpace of 
about 200,yceres after: to the extreame perſecution of the 
Englijh, In which circuit of times, albeit the Daxes were 
oken brought vnder by the Saxows, yet through conti- 
nued ſupplies of their owne nation, conuerfings , intermar- 
rages, and confedracies with Oursthey grew ſo audatious, 
roodious and powerfull in Eng/and that,about ann, $63. in 
theraigne of King Etheldred( Orbright and Ella two his Tri- 
butories then gouerning the Northurnbers Jehey,who hither- 
to had bad notietled Dominion here,but had rooimed about, 


nithout pirtic pyllaging and diſpeopling by ſea and ſhore, 
having firſt in bartle {laine the (aid rwo pertite Kings, 
ledcthem(ſc}ues intierly of that kingdome of po 
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and ofthe Citic of Yorke : which they held by the ſpace of 
60, yeeres after: and in ſhort time following alſo ſubdued 
and ſlaughtered Edmond King of the Eaſt-_dng/cs, and Buy. 
dred King of Mercia : holding alſo for a while that Prouince, 
and perſcucring in many Pagainecruelrties : vntill about any, 
$8.,.that the aforeſaid Alared, then King of the molt part of 
that which is now England atter many battailes,not onely re- 
coucred from them much of their former Conqueſts, bur 
exiled hence whoſocuer of them refuſed to be chriltened: the 
reſidue with Guthor or Gormond their Prince recciuing Bap- 
tiſme,rerained as Tributaries(with other peeces) the domini- 
ons of N orthumberlind and Eaſt- Angla, 

By theſe panty, but chicfly by the returne of the Danes as 
before cxiled , newe but bootleſle attempts were eftſoones 
practiſed againſt this Land. Edwardſurnamed the Elderyſuc. 
ceeding LMured his father,about aun 910.cbifted from the 
Danes the Province of Eaſt-Anghia: ſo that then remainedto 
them onely the Dominion of Northumberland, Albeit the 
warlike princes Cadeiſtane and Edmond thetwo next ſuccee- 
ding Kings ſeuerally had ſundric oucrhands of the Northum- 
brian Danes, yetit ſeemeth that that principalitic remayned 
to them vndifſolued(as is before touched) vnto the raigne of 
Eldredthea next ſucceeding: whogabout ann.946. ſubduing 
this Regiment,and foyning it tothe reſt of his Empire, Eng- 
land (as before ) dilacerate and infeſted aſwell by the Saxons 
themſclues as by the Danes, returned ro a perte&t Monarchy: 
ſo continewing by the ſpace of about 5 ©. yeeres after: that 1s, 
during the ſeuerall raignes of Edwyn, Edgar , and Edward, 
ſurnamed the Martyr : 1n whoſe times the Dares were either 

uiet, or their interpriſes of ſome fewe incurſions quayled, 
ut in the raigne of king Egelred ( of ſome called Ethelared) 
that next ſucceeded, newe forces of Danes, incouraged 
through the ſhallow aad euill carriage of the King, alſo inub

to one blood with ours,and(whereby they chiefly preuayled) 
bribing trecherous E/fick or Erick the Engliſh Admirall, at 


ſundrv times, and ſometimes with ſeuerall Fleetes and forces 


at one ſelfeſame time in ſuridric places, failed about and in- | 


uaded the Land,burning anddoing moſt inhumane executi- 
on whereſocuer and vpon whomſocuer they were victorious, 
Infomuch that the King, in theſe extremities not knowing 
whom to truſt nor what torie, after he had five ſeueral times 
with great ſummes,al amountingto 1 x 3000.pounds,bought 
his peace of his enimies, and neverthelefſe tound them {till 
armed againſt the Land and of pray or- pay inſatiable , he 
yeelded laſtly ro the payment of a yeerely Tribute: increaſed 
inſhorr ſpace from tenne to fortie, or( as have ſome) to 
438000. pounds: which many yeeres after, by the name of 
Dane-geit,was levied of the Engliſh SubieRs. The payment 
whereof was afterwards continued to the Dane-Kings, remit- 
ted by Edward the Confetlor , renewed by /#/ill;zm the Con- 
queror,and vrterly releaſed by Henrythe firſt, 

This Dane-gelt was in the beginning, before the imploy- 
ment thereof tor the paiment ot the aforeſaid Tribute,an im- 
poſition of twelue pence vpon euery Hide , that is, twentie 
xres of Land,throughout Eng/and, to be then expended on- 
ly ypon continued forces againt the ſudden Inuafions, Pil- 
hges, and Inſolences here of the then incorrigible Danes 


but afterwards, vntill (as before ) releaſed, collected into the * 


Treaſuries of the Kings, 
England, by payment of this Tribute, breathing awhile a 
miſerable peace, Egelred ſent forth ſecreat Edicts, thatin the

Night of Saint Brizes day in one ſame hower all the Danes / 


inhabiting throughout the Land ſhould ſuddenly be. ſlavgh- | 


tered, This Stratagem was not more priuilic authorized and 
publiſhed than generally and plauſibly enterrayned and cxe- 
eued by the Engliſh, that of long _ hadthurited their de- 
E © b liucric 
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liueric from the intolerable I hraldome of the proude Daves: 
of whom ouer cucric Houſhold Lorded one, awing all in be- 
halfe of the Daniſh-Stace at his Degotion. Shortly afier 
Swans King of Denmarke,in reucnge of ſuch Maſlacre ofhig 
Pcople, atthree ſeuerall rimes landing heere three mightie 
and reſolute Armies, and not (paring whatſocuer by ſword & 
fice might be deſtroyed, laſtly, and clpecially through thene- 
cherie of the aforeſaid E/fricke the Englith Adrairall, retur. 
ning ſo preuayled thatEgelred was debelled into A, ormandie; 
and Swans pollefied himiclte of England. 

S$ wan, dying, left the ſucceſſion of this Realme to his ſe- 
cond Sonne called Canutws or Knout: vpon whom diſaſterous 
Egelred, now called out of Normandie tothe Repoſlcſſion of 
his Kingdome, vato his dying day warred, After whom £4. 
wund, tor his tulcration of Traucls ſurnamed Jron-ſzac, eldeſt 
Sonne of deceaſed Egebred (for Egelredleftihree tonnes, that 
isto ſay this Edmund, with AlphreAd( atterwards murthered by 
one Goodwine) and Edward, afterwards King, and ſurnamed 
the Conteſlor, of whom hercatter more ) became Compet- 
titor wrt! Canutme for the Kingdome, Betwixt which to 
brave Princes, with equall fortune, continucd anoble warte, 
yntill laſtly they concluded a Duuident of the Land : Enher 
thencefoorth enioying their allotred Dominion in all firme 
and mutual triendthip. Which E/:c&(the perfeuerent Tray- 
tor to his naturall Princes and Countric)enuying, dritred the 
murther of King Edmund: and hoping thereby high preter- 
ment, preſented his head to Carnutw : who, abhorring the 
fight,commanded the Regecide toa condigne death, 

This Ednozxd left two infant Sonnes, Edmond and Edward: 
to ſecure himſclfe of whom Carta dilpoled of them be- 
yond the S:as , where Edmonddicd without iſſue,and Edward 
(who becauſe that from his fuſt preſcription hence, as haue 
fome,he neuer after returned,was ſurnamed the Our-law)had 
by <Aezatha his wife ( daughter of the Emperor —_ 
third, 
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third, or after ſome, of Solimon King of Fungarie ) iſſue a- 
Sonne called Edgar \Adeling,and two daughters called Mar- 
garet and Chriſtian : of which Margaret allo ſhall be heeraf- 
ter opportunely ſpoken, | 

Now was Carutas abſolute king not onely of Ewgland, bur 
alſo,by death of his brother,of Dewmarke, and by armor, of 
Scorlind 'becomming hencefoorth ſuch as England cannot 
boaſt a more magnificent and vertuous Monarke, After his 
death him ſeuerally ſucceeded in Raigne heere his two Sons, 
Harold, and Canutws the ſecondor Hardy-Kneught : Either of 
them implaufable and burdenovs to the Engliſh, and dying 
without iſſue, After the death of the laſt of thele fower Dane- 
ings , that ſucceedingly with Swayo vnto now had raigned 
heere in Monarchia by the ſpace of about 28. yeeres, the En- 
glſkmen(obſeruing by too deere experience a difference be- 
ewixtthe Soueraignrie of an Alien & of a Native ) Engliſhly 
chaſing hence the Dawes, and vtterly reieQing their gouern- 
ment, cffe&ted a reſtavration of the Crowne in the royall 
blood of the /Veſt-Saxon-Englſh : that is,in Edward yongeſt, 
but Suruiuor Sonne of the atoreſaid Egelred: whom XN or- 
mandic had from the declyning daies and death of his afore- 
faid Father vato nowe, ntauger whatſocuer conterdrifts ſe- 
cured, 

Ofthe Danes therefore, that at times from their firſt en- 
trie vnto then had tyrannized in England by the ſpace of 
about 255, yeeres, then and cuer atter even in their veris 
name(howbeit more than many Modernes of vs ſhould falf- 
lydifclaime propagation in their blood ) thus extinct let vs 
here finiſh, and in tewproſecure from this preſent Reuerturg 
of the Eng4ſb Diademe tothe next Innovation the State of 
this Realine, 
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He Danes thus outed hence,and the Weſt-Saxon or Eng. 
bjh-blood-royal reinthronized in the perſon of the afore. 
ſaid Edwardſurnamed the Confeſſor, he the very Mirror of 
ictic,courage,and Iuſtice)raigned molt proſperouſly tothe 
ately afflicted Enghſh, had nor the bleſſings of God in a 
= Prince beene too much abuſed by impious Subiets, 
or notwithitanding fo religious aking , itis thus fer downe 
by Authors, of the wickedneſle of that time : Sic ad mal 
perpeiranda feitinatur, vt neſcire crimina, ermen eſſe videatay, 
And that the Churchmen,admoniſhed of their Pride,Remil. 
neſſe,and Miſdoing vſed this for a common Anſwere : Nune 
aliudrempws, aly pro rempore mores. Neither maruell wethar 
this good King fayled in reforming the Pope-imirarcd pride 
and Inſolencie ot his Clergie,ſecing it was then the common 
andcumberſome Caſe of all Chriſtendome. 

Forthe publike good and Pollicic out of the three ſortsof 
allthe aforeſaid Lawcs called AMarebentage, | Veſt;exenlage, 
and Darelage, he culled and corrected the beſt and moſt rea- 
ſonable, founding of all one Vniuerſal Law whence our now- 
common-Law hath Originall, For the abrogating from 
which , and adding ſome new, for private prerogatiue and 

ofit by the Conqueror, who alſo committed the whole to 

wricten in his Normaine French, wherein the ſame is now 
extant, were afterwards many Inſurreions heere + vntill that 
in the Raigne of Henry the firſt was a Reformation therein 
neerlier to the Confeffors Patterne,which ſocontinueth vn- 
tonow:howbeit ſometimes by ſome in our daies ( voworthi- 
ly me ſeemeth)threarned Procaſtes his intertaynment. 

Alſo to prevent a litigious Succeſſion (for of him and his 
Queene, notwithſtanding bed-Companions, is written pro- 
felled and performed Virginitic: or, as have others, thatthe 
King her repudiated by occaſion perhaps of Earle _ 
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her fathers trecheries) he ſent for hither Edger ddelinge, 
ſonne and heire of the aforeſaid Edwardthe Out-law, which 
Edward was, as yee haue heard before , the ſuruiuing ſonne 
and heire ofking Edmund Iron-ſide before remeEbred. Which 
Edger, with the aforeſaid Margaret and Chriſtian his Siſters, 
and Agathatheir mother accordingly came,of theking moſt 
joyfully receiued and thenceforth nouriſhed as his owne: for 
the ExpeQtance ofthe Crowne in Right and all Opinions re- 
fied in this Edgar. Some write that himſclfe Edward the Our- 
kwthen alſo came hether,the king then preferring vnto him, 
whicb he (a wonder on either part) refuſed, the preſent Soue- 
raingrie: being, in deed, as ſonne and heire of jron-ſide the 
eldcit ſonne of the afforeſaid king Egetred ro be preferred, Bur 
howſocuer, ncither ro him, whom the King ſuruiued, nor to 
Edgar his ſaid ſonne,who ſuruiued rhe king, but he to an alien 
was England deſtinate. King Edwardfor his holineſle, ſur- 
named the Confeſſor , hauing bleſſedly raigned 23. yeeres 
and vpwards , leauing this tranſitorie life andthe ſame Edgar 
Adekinee in minoritie, openly then appeared what of long 
time had beene ſecretly firſt plotted by Earle Goodwyne or 
Godwine, and after his and King Edwards deaths effeed by 
_—Y ſame Gooawyns eldelt Sonne: whereof thusis the 
proceſle, 

; This Goodwine, of Engliſhblood,andin his life time a ſub- 
ie of the greateſt pollicie, power , and commaunde in this 
Lande, had by the Daughter of King Canutw the Dane fiue 
Sonnes, mighticall by his meanes and by forren marriages, 
Wherefore Goodwene, after the death of Hardy-Knoaght the 
hſtof the Dane-kmesheere , who died without iflue , and 
nhoſc life perhappes ſtoode in his light ( for an intereſt in 
the Dariſbtitle was not vaminded as idle in the partie-blood 
of Harold his eldeſt ſonne) propoſing a contrivall of the 
Crowne into his Houſe, bad perſwaded (andthar cafily) the 
nerEiement hence-of allthe Dazes, This performed,and

nevertheleſſe finding the Eicsof the people (with whom, 
whartſocuer hath beene at any time counterdrifted,a true title 
in aknowen diſcent hatheuermore prooued a preuayling or 
chicfe Argument) generally fixed on the aforeſaid A/phred 
and Edwardthe two ſonnes of the aforeſaid King Egelred and 
bretheren ofking Edmund Ironſide , tharfrom their fathers 
death had remained and then werein Normandie , with an 
outward face therefore of conſent to their InduRtion, bur, in 
deed, with an inward Purpoſe to remooue from his aſpiring 
artempt that impediment , he imbarked for Normandie to 
waffe them into England. But whether thear or heere or how- 
ſocuer ( wherein are Authors, touching the place and man- 
ner, diſlonant ) currant it is that by his meanes A/pbred was 
murthered, and Edward hardly eſcaping his trecherie was,as 
before, crowned and continued king, and Goodwine for the 
murther aforeſaid baniſhed. VWho atter about 4. yeeres pre- 
{cription was not onely reuoked hoine, but the king, having 
alſo married his daughter , added to his former Greatneſle: 
whercin and in his formerplotting he continued vortill ( as is 
ſtoried of him) in mainrenance ”, a fal{chood, touching the 
murthering of the aforeſaid 4/phredthe =_ brother, euen 
inthe kings preſence , he execrated vpon himſelte a choa. 
king. 

- Goedwinethus dead , as alſo king Edward the Confeſlor, 
ſpeake we now of Haro/d,that in the deceaſed kings fauor and 
continued greatnes was no whit lefle, in popular loue & ap- 
plauſe much more than his father:on whom reſted the Euent 
of all the former & after-<driftings, & in whom Nature, Edu- 
cation, & Art had couched whatſoguer might be ina Noble- 
man-commendable : onely his golden thopghts would not be 
worſer Dioted than with a Diademe, Much was it c6lulred of 
the choiſe of anew king: Edgar Adelinge histicle was with- 
outcontroucriie, but his and forred Education: held 
his ElQtion in luſpence, . Vdliats. Duke of Norwandic his 
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claime, by adoption ofking Edward & otherwiſe,was neither 
wnminded nor vnfeared , and for the combination of either 
Principalictie of many of Ours earneſtly affedied, A third 
that ſtood for the Soueraigntie was the atoreſaid Harold : for 
whom by diuers the cheifo of the Nobilitic ( vnto whom be- 
foretime , diſtreſſed, he had beene firme ) was alledged his 
Engliſh-Birth and Breeding, the neceſſaric EleQtion ( forren 
armor being then threatned) of a Prince fo praQtiuely war- 
like: in few, his approoued valour and verrues ſuch as Enuie 
itſelfe could not quarrell, Neither wanted hea Title, ſuch as 
it was (then the rather liſtned vnto and ſomewhat favored, in 
prevention of rhe Daxesthen arming for an heere-Inuaſion) 
that is, that on the morhers-{ide he was deſcended of the Da- 
#ſh-blood-royall. But for that he had formerly vowed the 
Cuſtodie of the Land after the death of king Edward the 
Confeſlorto the vie of William Duke of Normandie, was had 
aſcruple, Inthe meane time, whileſt this tripartite EleQtion 
was thus doubtfully handled, with A/exanders ſword was ſun- 

dred GordionsKnor: Harold without expeQting what would 

beconcluded, or tarying the woonted Ceremonies of a Co- 

ronation , ſuddenly had ceazed the Crowne and exerciſed 

kingly authoritie, This vnexpe&ed Peremptorineſſein him 

amazed and miſliked not a few: but generally hereupon, ſuch 

were his alacrious Intertainements and vpright gouernment, 

that where his Dignitic was before moſt contradicted the 

lame afterwards as much contented, 

Scarcely was he warme in Regalitic, when Harolaſurna- 
med Harefager King of Norway or of the Nore-Danes, with 
Toſto an Engliſh arch-Reble brother of our Harold, with con- 
federate Peweſance inuaded this Land: Ouer whom , either 
ofthe confederares being then ſlaine in battle, Ours through 
the braue condutt of Hareld obtained a glorious vitorie: 
when for vnequall diuifion of the ſpoyle ( in our dais alſo 
murmored a fatilt ) diuers of the -Nobilitic became Mak 
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Contents towards the King: and ſo, ſandering, weakned noe 
alirtle the cauſe of England. For preſently heereupon Willi 
Duke of Normanite, disbarking heere a multious and con» 
_ armic,and publiſhing reuenge of wrongs and rightof 
igne,quarrelled Haro/4and the Engliſh Scepter, 


T His William was the ſeuenth Duke of Normandie: lyni- 
ally diſcended from Rollo the armiporene Scythian on 
whom, vrged by armor, Charles, ſurnamed the Symple, King 
of Fraunce had beſtowed in marriage his Daughter, with the 
Donation of that Duchie to him and his heires for euer, 
This Rollo ( who turning Chriſtian was Baptized Robert) was 
ſucceeded in that Dukedomie by William his Sonne , he by 
Richard his Sonne , he by Richard the ſecond his Sonne, 
(whoſe Syſter Emmathaftoreſaid King Egelred marrying had 
ifſue by her the aforeſaid Edward the Conteſlor,) To this 
Rich1rd the ſecond ſucceeded in that Dukedome K:1chard the 
third his Sonne, to him Roberr his Brother, and to him the 
aforeſaid iWill;am his baſtard Sonne : who afterwards ſubdew- 
ing Enelind,was ſurnamed the Conqueror, So Emma, being 
A-mte to Robert William Conquerors father,the ſame Villam 
and Edward the Confeſlor Haro/ds Preregnant were, by the 
fathers (ide , Coſen Iarmaines remooued. By which Con- 
ſanguinitic , ſfuchas it was, asalſo by adoption of the ſaide 
Edward the Confeſſor, he made his title ro the Crowne of 
England Adding alſo pretenced revenge for divers by-paſled 
inivries :thatis, for the murther of thafforclaid A/phred his 
kynſinan andof diuers Normazpes his attendants , contrived 
(as the Duke quarrelled ) not without Haro/as conſent by 
Goodwine his father : for Haro/ds repudiating and abuſing (as 
hauc ſome)or rather ( as have others) for his Receancie in a 
marriage contrated betwixt him and iWallxams Daughter: for 
his pariurious appropriating to himſcltc of the ay 
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having formerly taken an oath not to intermeddle therewith- 
allbut to the vſc of //illzam: and,with other challe orthe 
exile of one Robers a Normaine Arch-Biſhop of Canterbu- 
rie,procured,as he pretended,by Hara/din the raigne of king 
Edward. This Byſhop Robert (leaſt in any notable attewpre 
ainſt rhe State ſhould be wanting the Conjurartion of a 
largie-man)in reuenge of his exile ſo incenſed the Pope or 
Popes(for about that time was not onely pluralitic of Popes, 
and amongſt themſclues Schyſmes and quicke riddance by 
poyſoning and vn-Poping one of another, but alſotheir fi 
audatious arrogating of tupremacic eccleſiaſtical and civill 
ouer Princes, to the vnquicting of all nations Chriſttan)this 
Robert as | (aid, fo incenied the Seaof Rome againſt England 
and the houſe of Goodwine, that Pope Alexander the ſecond 
had ſent vato Duke !/ill;am an hallowed Banner , conceited 
(ſuch was and is the blinde ſuperſtition of Pope-feduced 
people )oininous to his affeRed expedition and viRorie, 
Omitting the particulars of king Haro/ds anſwer to thoſe 
the Dukes greeuances, the parcloce was, that by his ſworde 
he would maintaine his Scepter, Whereupon the Duke ta 
king iflue,was ioyned a vigorious and blooddy Bartle: where- 
of the better a long time inclined tothe Englyh part. Vauill 
the Duke by a pollitike Retreate of his , and by tod ſecure 
purſuce of ours To opening their Battle gaue entrie to the 
adnantagious enimie,was laſtly victorious: and King Harold, 
not withour the note of a molt compleate warrior , amiddeſt 
66554. of his ſlaughtered people, and 6013. flaine Nor- 
munes left hislite and to the Victor his kingdome: when he 
had raigned but nyne monethes and odde daies, and was bus 
ned in the Monaſteric of Waltham Holly-Croſle in Eſſex, 
whereot he was Founder, After this great overthrow divers 
of the Emglſh Nobilitic ( awong(t whom of chicete accompe 
and Conduct were Morear and Edyeme Earles of Nomthum- 
berland and Mcrcia,that ſtowacking, asis beforg ſaide , the 
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vnindifferent ſharing of the Nordaine Bootie, had cither not 
at all or not like themſclues affiſted Harold in the aforefaide 
bartle) conſulcing to make head anewe were therein hindred: 
partly chrough a ſuperſticious preſage then poſſeſſing the 

ople of an ineuitable alteration inthe State to be purſuant 
(as they fantized)a Commeatthat had latcly appeared : part 
ly through the Prelates and the Popes creatures , who know. 
ing his Hollineſſe tohold for the NVormaine,aduiſed no croCl. 
fing ſoto auoide his curſing: partly through aſeuerance in 
mindes about the choyſe of a neweKing, ſome ſtanding for 
the aforeſaid Edgar Adelinge , whillt Edwine and ores 
propoſed themſclues that dignirie: and laſtly vtterly put be- 
{ides all ſuch purpoſes through neceſſity & terror of the Nor- 
maime,that in this meane time with ſword and fice pearced the 
Land as a perſcuerant tempeſt, Wherefore, after a generall 
ſubmiſſion of the Exgiſh, was William Duke of Normande

and others his fauorits, oppoſing theimſelues againſt and ty. 
rannizing the ancient Nobilitie and weale-publique, French 
expeditions were for many yeeres laide a bedde, and Eng/and 
laboured of Iniuſtice, Inſurreions, and ciuill armor : vntill 
laſtly chis King that tragically raigned, being firſt depoſed 
(whereof more initdue place) tragically ended : and was ſuc- 
cceded in Raigneby Henry the fourth, 

This Henry for that he was the firſt, andthat by a then lit- 
gious Title(as ſhal hereafter be ſaid)thar out of the woonted 
courſe tranſplanted the Crowne in the Lancaſſrian famylie, 
did therefore onely ſo much in the progreſle of this our 
French Title,as ſhewed him ro haue effeted that which, likes 
ly,he would haue ctteed, if enuious oppoſites ro his heere- 

;gntic had not croſſed his therein well begonne de- 
es. Bur after his deccaſe Henry the fift his Sonne 
became in Armes ſo tempeſtiousto Fraance, that Yeni, vid, 
wviciapted not Ceſar better then this our victorious Hemy, 
Who after he had prevailed in diuers notable Banels , and 
con many the chiefe French Provinces,was by Charles 
the ſix, the rhen-King there , and the greater part of ahe 
French Peeresproclamed, which accordingly he exerciſed, 
to the preſent ic of the whole Empuce of Frawnce:and 
afterthedeath of King Char/es, all the ſame abſolucely co re- 
maineto King Herry and his heires foreuer: the then Dub 
hine and whatſocuerthis contradiQting to be thencefoonh 
both by the Eng&/b and French as a common foedebelled, 

King Henry the fift, who alſo had married Xatheren the 
faire Daughter,and as hauc ſome, heire of the ſaid Char/es(for 
in the Birth of the then Doſphine was murmured Baſtatdie) 
thus cltablithed Regent of Frawnce,and the abſolure o_ 
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thereof after the death of King Charles to himdecreed, was 
ſaruiued by the ſame Charles, who allo ſhortly after ended his 
hſt day : whereby the infant Sonne of King, Henry the fift,by 
thename of Henry the ſixt, was King of England, and inter- 
reſſed ( as before inthe whole kingdome of Frawnce: which 
for many following yeeres was gouerned and held his, vnder 
the honorable and iRoriousRegencie of /ohn Duke of Bed- 
ford,as was likewiſe England vnder the ſuccesfull and gratious 
ProteQorſhip of Hwnfrey, called the good Duke of Glouce- 
fer, the yoong Kings Vacles: vader whoſe ſcucrall deputed 
_—_— well proſpered the Enghſb cauſe in cither king- 

: andthis our yoong King Henry the (ixt was trium- 
phantly crowned and inthronized King of Frawnce , cuen in 
Faris, with the applauſe of all or the moſt of the French 
Pecres and Nobilitic, mauger the Doſphins then repug- 
RANCIC, 

Bur, alas, difaſterous England that(as before) cuen from 
Edwardthe thirde had beene in travell of Frawnce and nowe 
brought foorth her Birth , thats this happie occaſion, neg- 
k&ed and left it cuen in the ſwathing clothes. For the two 
aforeſaid great and good Princes the Dukes of Glouceſter 8 
Bedford, dead (with whom Englands glory might-hauc beene 
ſaid buried)in England kindled ſuch flames of ciuill diſcenti- 
on as occupied well-necre all the following Crownes, and 
vacill Henry the Eight could _— quenched, VWhereof 
Fraunce by degrees opportune]y taking aduantage ( except 
RT alſo bereft wr As hen more 

our former conqueſts : that is alſo Erg/anads aunciently pol- 
kſled inheritances, 

* Thus much of Englandintetreſſed in Frawnce,which ought 
tbe vntovs rcall and nor,as ir is, in figure, It followethnow 
af the before mentioned ciuill-warres the breake-necke of 
our aid Frexchcnterpriſes: raking occaſion from a former 
kimc,bur aiue from the aforeſaid Richard the ſecond, _ 
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beit with ſome intermiffions : and from henceforth , that is, 
from this Hex ythe ſixt,in whole raigne it reuiued, perſeue- 
rent and famous in the two faftious and powerfull families 
Yorke and Lancaſter. 


ſelfe-apt,but rather as may be obſerved,by bis feduciue 
miſgouernment(for his borne-Nature, noble and debonaire, 
wastoo much abuſed by yoong Councell and Paraſitcs) be- 
came diſgratious with his Princes and people. Heereupon 
Henry ot Bolingbroke ((o called ofthis birth-place) Duke of 
Hertford , and then newly by /ohn of Gaznt his fathers death 
Duke of Lancaſter , and inheritor of inany other high Ti- 
tes ( whom wee formerly remembred by the name of King 


Henry the fourth ) aduentured a returne hither from vniutt: 


Baniſhment., Where obſeruing the king ( who was then in 
treland) tobe in Odiwm with his tubics,and alſo in them an 
aptneſſe to an Innouation,he therefore plotted ( perhaps be. 
fore this opportunity not conceited) a deriuation to himlelte 
of the kingly Diademe. And as eueric thing is done with fx 
cilitic whereof cuerie man doth tantafie the doing, ſo onely 
to begetcolour of anew, ſufficed, atthattime todeſtroy the 
old and vntill then indubitate Title. Henry the third ( after 
whom this &ichard the ſecond was the fourth King ) left two 
Sonnes: Towit, Edward that after his father was King by the 
name of Edward the firſt, and Edmaxdthe firſt Ear'c and be» 
ginner of the Houſe of Laxcafter : from whom this Henryof 
Bolingbroke attempted the Throne-royall in theſe difcents 
tollowing. That is to ſay : rothis Edmind Earle of Laneaſter 
ſucceeded ro that then Earledome 7 hawar his fonne, to him 
Henry his brother ornephew , andto him. Heavy his fonne, 
whom King Edwardthe third created the firſt Duke of Laws 
ſter : To Blanche his daughter and bcire diſcended all the

Efore is touched how King Richard the ſecond for his + 
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Honours and Hereditaments of her aforeſaid Aunce- 
s, and ſhe marrying vnto Jobn of Gawnt , as before, the

Duke of Lancaſter,and had Ive betwixt them the ſame Hem 
ryof Bolingbroke, Who, as before is ſaid furthered alſo with 
the Peers and Peoples diſtalſt of che ſaid Richard the ſeconds 
miſgouernment, pretEding for Title the ſaid Edmand (whom 
the Dukes faction for a then-Skill ſurnamed Crooke-backe) 
Great-grandfather to the ſame B/anche his mother, to be the 
elder ſonne of Henry the third , and for his deformitie robe 
couinouſly pur beſides the kingdome , interrupted the dif+ 
cents of the faid Edwardthe firſt ar this Richardthe ſecond the 
fourth in that Line. 

Tothis the Dukes Tympanic the Commons preſtly be- 
cane Midwiues, neitherdid they leauc him vntill laſtly they 
had brought himabed of aKingdome: Howbeitafter a ber- 
terConception, For the Duke, hauing thus made an Head, 
he vrged no fartherthe aforeſaid Title from the ſaid Edmund 
of Lancaſter nor his Deformiie ( which though the ſhallow 
Vulgars, credulent of all abſurdities, had ſwallowed for a Ve- 
ntie,yert wiſe and conſiderate Perſons had ſearched and knew 
the ſame to be falſed) bur gaue ir ove that his meaning was 
onely a Reformation in the VVeale-publike, that then, in 
deed, was at a manifelt miſchicte, For the King was too cre- 
dulent, vncircumſpect, waſtetull, and wilfull : his Councel- 
lors and Paraſites bace,ambitious,couetous, and truell : The 
ancient Nobilitic by rrecherous Deaths, wreſted Artainders, 
or vniuſt Baniſhmene tyrannized: The Commons daily im- 
_— with ſtrange and vnaccounted-for ExaCtions and 

axes: The whole Kingdome ir ſelte farmed out, and the 
Farmers thereof xt an at their pleaſures: forren Peeces 
through diſhonorable Compoſitions, Bryberie, or Cowar- 
dize ſer-ouer, berrayed, or euited, In few , eucry thing was 
then out of the right Courſe and —_— a—_— 
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and FunCtion not to be hated or pittied, No wonder then 
that Henry of Lancaſter found now an eafie Paſſage to the 
attaynmentofhis Purpoſe, ſecing his Purpoſe, tending toſo 
like a Benefite , could not miſle of being preferred at all 
ands with Plauſtbilitie, To be ſhort, King Richard, being 
newly returned out of 7reland, was forſaken of his fearfull and 
inconſtant followers, and in Flynt Caſtell left diſconſolate, 
Theare was he taken , and afterwards ( being articled againſt) 
as a Pryſoner hild in the Tower of London by Duke Hepry : 
vnto whom,by an Iftrument penned for thepurpole and con- 
firmed by Parlament, wherein he confeſſed his owne weake- 
neſſe why the Dukes worthineſic for Gouernment , he refig- 
ned |fis whole Kingly Title ouer all his Dominions, Beſides 
which and Zichards then adoption of him,the Duke alſo clai- 
medthe Crowne by Conqueſt, and as next heire male of the 
blood-royallto the depoſed King R/chard. Thus,by Conſent 
alſo of Parlament , was the Scepter tranſpoſed to the Houſe 
of Lancaſter : and laſtly the depoſed king after 2 2. yeeres 
Raigne died in Priſon adeathnot naturall, 


Mz was thisdiſtraCtion of Regalitie from Richard the 
ſecond enuied by thoſe of his Lyne and Attinitic : 
wherefore much was attempted againſt King Henry by often 
warres,aCted,and trecheries,prevented: where through ma 
nie of the Peeres, ang other perſons of name by armor and 
atrainders of diuers times periſhed, Laſtly, in pollicy aſwell 
to occupie and withdraw bufic heads from (edition heere , as 
alſo in Fraunce , to ſtrengthen himſelte by Frawnce witha 
confederacie, interceſſed thence vnder large offers and pro- 
fitable conditions , he transfreted thither an armic, in the 
quarrell of 7ohn Duke of Bargoyne againſt Charles Duke of 
Orleance, The which ciuill diſcention berwixt which two 
powerfull French Potcntates , chiefly forwarded in _

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of time the ſubduing of almoſt all. Frawvce vnto England. For 
notwithſtanding that it afterwards hapned that this Duke of 
Orleance, taken by Ours, in battle , was by the ſpace of 25. 
yeeres detayned pryſoner in England, and thatthat Duke of 
Burgoyne, in an interuewe betwixt him and Charles the then 
Dolphen, was trecheroully flaine , yet was the ſame inteſtine 
diſcord ſo ſeconded and continued by the ſame Dolphin and 
Phillip Duke of Burgoyve, alſo our confederate , who ſuccee- 
ded the ſame his murthered Father, as alſo after Phullips 
death, by Duke Charles his ſonne , that all France was in cf- 
ſet Enghſb before a reconcilement in thoſe faQtions. 

King Henry the fourth in theſe and whatſoever his former 
and following expeditions,which were high and inany,proo- 
wing euermore glorious and fortunate, and by his attractiue 
rerrues hauing laſtly confirmed to himthe hearts of all his 
ſubies, cucnof thoſe who were formerly his enimies, after 
13. yeeres raigne left this tranſitorie life, and to Hepry called 
King Hemry the fift his moſt vertuouſly-reformed and vito- 
tious Sonne, vpon whom we have formerly touched, and of 
whom cannotbe more nor ſhould be leſſe ſpoken than that 
he was a prince abſolutely valerous and vertuous, the ſuccef- 
fion of his kingdome. He inthe ſummer of his age and har- 
veſt of his glorious French victories, after g.yccres raigne, 
likewiſe finiſhed inthe way of all fleſh: leauingthe Crowne 
toKing Henry the ſixt his Sonne and onely iſſue, being then 
an Infant aged but few daics aboue 8. moneths. In regard of 
whoſe minoritic ( as before you hauc heard ) the ProteRor- 
ſhip of Eng/andwas committed to Hwnffey Duke of Glances 
fer, and the Regencie of Frawnce to /ohn Duke of Bedford, 
Vneles to the Infant King: And like as glorioutly proſpered 
(as,in fewe, hathbeene formerly touched ) our Engijh and 
French affaires vnder the fenerall Raignes of thole prece- 
dent two Henvies, the firſt Kirigs heere of the Lancaſtrian fa- 
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ouer-paſſed vnder-age ofthis their Orphant, thethird in tha 


Lyne and the fixt King heere of thatname, vnder che (aide 
ſeranR adminiſtrations of thoſe his magnificent Vacles the 
ProteRor and Regent. 
But Fortune,that had ſo long time fauored this noble Fa. 
melie, now wrought it into along-laſting implicitie of mif- 
chiefs: eyen by thoſe chiefly that for blood & benefits ſhould 
nor,8& indeed,had they foreſeen the ſeque],would not as they 
did,by domeſticke emulations haue authored opportunitics 
for the Torkefts.For itis to be vnderſtoodhat John of Gawat, 
beſides the atorcſaid Henry the fourch,had alſo three ſonnes, 
ſurnamed Beaufordes , by Katheren Swynford his laſt wife: to 
wit , /ohn who became Duke of Somer/et, Thomas Duke of 
Excerer,and Henry Biſhop of Wincheſter, called the rich Car- 
dirall : andthat not vatruly; for he nor onely attained to that 
dignitic, but through his exceeding wealth hoped alſo the 
vr — Theſe bureſpecially this Cardinall, conſpiring 
with William de la Poole Marques and afterwards Duke of Saf- 
folke, enuying that any vnder the yoong king their Colen 
ſhould be ſuperior to them,after the deceaſe ot the {aide Re- 
gent /ohn Duke of Bedford, the terror of Frawnce and gorie 
of England,(whole powertulneſſe combined with that of his 
brothers Duke Humfrey the Protector, and the Commons 
generall applauſe of them both had hitherto awed ) pirched 
their Tewe to intangle the ſame p—_— his Countries ſur- 
uiving Father and impartial] Luſticer againit whomſoeuer of 
wharſocuer enormities, cuen of the ambition and auarice of 
thoſc towring Beaafords. Vho therefore, furſt affliting him 
in his by eccleſiaſticall cenſures ſubborned and to the vier- 
moſt executed euen againſt his beloyed Dachefe, laſtly at 
Parlament for that purpoſe conuented at Bury himlelfe,good 
Prince , in his owne conſcience guiltleſle and therefore & 
cure, was fuddenly arcſted as a Traytor, and without exam 
nation,accuſation,or an{were impriſoned,and the verie next 
| morning 
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moming found murthered in his bed. 

This noble Prince. and watchfull Seer for hisKing and 
Countric thus dead, all things reſted then atthe deuotion of 
his enimies,and nothing not out-of-ioyne in the weale-pud- 
lique, Forthcking (who ſtudied onely his ſoules bealth, and 
than whom for picrie,patience,contempt of the world,meck- 
neſſe, and mortefied affe@tionscould not live a better Crea- 
ture: and therefore, howſocuer of a King,not vawoorthy the 
name of a Saint (which long time after 115 death had bin pro- 
cured by King H-»rythe ſeuenth, had notthe Pope rated the 
canonizing of a King attoo deere areconing) the King, as I 
aid,afterhis full age raigned chictely by Qugene Alargaret 
his wife : who, being borne French, ſo plyantly therefore at 
ſometimes aduaunced the things of Frawnce, andatall times 
ſo infirmely reſiſted,that after a tewe yeeres, not for want of 

Captaines there but good Councell heere, nothing 
thereof beſides Callice and. it boundes remained Englſh : 
whercunto the then diſcord amongſt our Nobilicie allo af- 
ferred opportunities, Moreover the Queene,ſoothed by her 
huorites the Dukes of Somer/er and Swfolke, did ſprightly 
& daringly whatſocuer either her-ſelfe rathly tantiſed or they 
aduiſed in the adminiſtration of England, that was now at too 
much leaſure for inteſtine and ciuil diſcention, For the afore- 
ſaid interimirted controverfie concerning the Crowne,foun- 
ded from Edwarathe firſt and Eaywnd Crooke-backe the firſt 
Earle of Lancaſter, the two Sonnes of Henry the thirde, that 
had had ation betwixttheir two families from the depoling, 
38 before of King Richard the ſecond by Henry of Lancaiter 
him ſucceeding by the name of Hemrythe fourth , in cette 
during the whole Raigne of the ſame Henry, as allo part of 
Henries the fift nowe reuiued: and hencetoorth turbulently 
and tragically proceeded vnder the two diſtinguiſhed names | 
ofthe FaCtions of Yorke and Lancaſter, 

' Khard Plantagenet Duke of Terke, of high Conſangui- 
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nitie and great Alliance, the then Fauorer of the curbed Nos, 
bilitic and diſcontented Commons, whom formerly the 
Duke of Somerſet touching the Regencic of France and 0- 
therwiſc had croſſed, betwixt whom therfore and their Fauc- 
tors had increaſed grudge and rancorous Heart-burnings, 
now intertayning Occaſion, had ſecretly giuen and procured 
to be giuen out hopeful] ſpeeches of a Reformation by his 
prouiftons in the then thiritlefſe Gouernment: alſo not for- 
getting by the way to preferre, amongſt his private Friends 
openly and the Vulgars cloudiouſly , his Title tothe King- 
dome, Which Title, he deriving in the Line from King Eq- 
ward the firlt, with thoſe of his faction paſſed for pregnant, 
and the two formers and this preſent Raignes of the Lanea- 
ftrians(wio, for the manifeſt vntroth thereof, had waued their 
claime ro the Crowne from Edmund Crooke-backe, andin 
the other Line, that is of Edwardthe firſt, were deſcended bur 
from John of Gaunt the fourth ſonne of King Edward the 
thitd) were , notwithſtanding any Reſignation, Adoption, 
Conoueſt,Poſſcſſion,or Pretexts whatſocuer reputed but in- 
truſive Vſurpations vpon the auncetors of the ſame Duke of 
Torke,and vpon himfſclfe now that demaunded from the third 
ſonne of the ſame King Edward the third. How therefore the 
Crowne-right of the Houſe of Eaward the firſt inueſtedin 
the Familie of Yorke, and from whom they claymed , andin 
whom their claime etteed it heere followeth, 

Tothe ſame King Edwardthe firſt inherited his Sonne King 
Edward the ſecond,to him his Sonne King Edward the third, 
to him King Richard the ſecond , the fole Ifſue of his cldeſt 
Sonne Edward Prince of (Vales: which Richard,as allo Edward 
the thirds ſecond Sonne iWilliam of Hatferld, being either of 
them dead without iſfſue,the right of Raigne of this Lynere- 
uerted tothe houſe of the thirde Sonne of the ſame Edward 
the third , that is of Zeonell Phlantagenet Duke of Clareme: 
whoſc Daughter and fole iſſuc and heire Philbp married vato 
_—_ | Edmund, 
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Edmund, or after ſome, Roger Morremer Earle of «Marche 
had Iflue by him Roger allo Earle of Marche ; hee had 
Iſle Anne HMorremer his Eldeſt Daughter and ſurui- 
ving heire afcer Earle Edmandher Brother,who dicd withour 
iſſue : this Have Atorremer by Richard Plantagenet her hul- 
band Earle of Cambrige, ſecond Sonne and laſtl heire of Ed- 
mund of Langley Duke of Torke,the fift Sonne of Edward the 
thirde had IfJue this &/chard P/amragenet Doke of Torke: who 

the aforeſaid tytle from the ſame Anne his mother, as be- 
fore,heire of the houſe of Clarence, after ſome blooddy fields 
with divers change of Fortune, atthe laſt in open Parlamene 
aſcending the Throne-royall, made demaund of theking- 
dome for the houſe of Torke : which was then yeelded to be 
his and his hcires after the deceaſe of King Hexry the ſixt 
then raigning.But ſuch were the ſtratagemes and warres pro» 
ſecured againit him by Aargaret King Henries magnanimi- 
ous Queene,that laſtly he periſhed in a ſore-toughten battle: 
Whereupon his eldelt Sonne Edward Earle of AMarcheſo 
vigorioufly feconded his Fathers Claime , that he depoſed 
King Henry, and after inuchtrouble and many battles poſle(- 
ſed the Crowne by the naine of King Edward the fourth, 

Notlong while atter the mirror of religious meckeneſle 
Henry the i xt,depoſed and impriſoned, was by blooddy R- 
chard Duke of GlouceHer the prevailing kings Brother, di- 
_ hence to the bleſſed ſoule of yoong Prince Edward, 

ſame King Henrzes once onely childe , alſo formerly vn- 
bodied by that tyrant Glouceſter. Thus was the raigne of this 
Landrednced againe tothe Lyne of Edward the firſt, now , 
wycehauc heard , by inter marriage withthe hceire of C4- 
rence incorporated into the houſe of Torke,afrer it had inured 
with three applauſed ZLancaſtrian Kings of the Lyne of Ed- 
wand Crooke-backe by the ſpace of about 62.yecres, 
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F this bouſe of Yorke raigned, and that not without 
inuch trouble,onely two Kings. For yoong Eaward the 


' fittthe elder of the two ſonnes of the deceaſed king Edward 


the tourth,neuer crowned but, vntimely, with Richard Duke 
of Yorke his yooager Brother murthered by the procure. 
ment ofthe atorclaid Richard Duke of Glouceſter their dege. 
nerate Vncle, hath onely a number in the Catalogue of our 
kings, The latter Kiog therefore of the two crowned Yorkeſtes 
was this Richard Duke of Glouceſter, called King Richard the 
third: A moſt faithleſie Viurper and blood infſatiat Tyrant,of 
whom to be deliuercd,to God-wards or the Diuel, were wan- 
ting neither praiers nor curſes. This God-left man hauing 
by exquiſite hypocrifie , numerous and execrable murthers, 
(wherein he neither ſparcd the other nor his owne Lynage, 
nor whomſocuer elſe he any whit ſuſpeRed to be neuer fo 
little in oppoſition with his aſpiring) opened vnto himſelfe 
way tothe Kingdome, raigned with like continued tyrannie, 
Iabauch that of the Nobilitie many fledde the Lande,moſt 
the Court, and all ſtudicd berter rimes and their owne fſafe- 
tics. 

Reuerent 4/orronBy(hop of E/, conſulted ofthe Duke of 
Buckingham ( in whoſc houle the Bulhop was then priſoner ) 
not only how a riddance might be of the miſchieuous tyrant; 
buralſoof an Vnionto be contriucd berweene the two litigh- 
ous Fameliesof Yorke and Lancaſter , had by his great wile 
dome and the Dukes forwardnes ſo broken the ylec to either 
Interpriſe that, to hauc eftected the ſame , the Duke wasſo 
ſuddenly vp in Acmes that che King had hardly time to cok 
le an Armie, But the Duke ycalually looſing that Journey 
and thereby his head, his and the Biſhops Plot was neuerthe- 
lefſeproſecured in a firme and ſtrong Confederacie, Which 
was, that Henry Twder Earle of Richmond, fonne and heire of 
Edmund Earle of Richmond and Margaret his wite, —_ 
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and beire of 7ohn Duke of Somerſet, ſonne and heire of phn 
Earle of Somer/ſer,the ſecond ſonne of obs of Grunt Duke of 
Lancaſter, ſhould, as the then indubirate heire in the Lanea- 
fhrtan Lyne of Henry the (ixt, the laſt king and heire of the 
then fayling Houle of Henry the fourth, the firſt fonne ofthe 
fame /ohnot Gaunt , pur downe the Vſurper, vndertake the 
Scepter, and efpoule Elizabeth king Edwardthe fourths el- 
deit daughter,the ther indubirate heire of the Houſe of Tork, 
For which marriage by him , and ſuppliments to him tobe 
performed , ſecret Contracts and Othes on all parts had 
ed 


Otthis plotting (which toucht him to the verie quicke) 
when the Tyrant had notice , neuer had his wits beene more 
hbored tharrthey now were abour this buſineſſe. Wherefore, 
alwellro ſupplant his Competitor , and fruſtrate the conſpi- 
racic as alſo to patch vp his broken Title with av inceſtious 
marriage,and further effuſion of innocentblood, by ſmooth 
prerexts he allured our of SanQuarie his fine Neeces,daugh- 
ters of the deceaſed King his naturall Brother: who-with rhe 
Queene Mother to auoide his tyranny, had of longtime pri- 
uiledged themſclues there : whence alſo tro murther them, as 
he dio,he had formerly praCtiſed the rwo yoong Princes his 
Nephewes. Of theſe Ladies he prepoſed E{zabeth his eldeſt 
Neece to his of her abhorred bed , andthe others ro their 
mrimely buriall, But this to effe& was requiſite that his 
Queene then alive were, howſocuer,firſt dead. Which a& in 
the Tragedie when himſelf had (hortly. and feately perfor- 
med,in the intermedizon betwixt that paſſed and the nexracte 
purpoſed, wherein the Prieſt in the play ſhould haue celibra- 
ted the intended marriage , was ſuch interruption by the 
Prieſt our of the Play,that the Traggdie proceeded altogither 
croſle to the firſt Authors invention, For Biſhop AMorrows 
continued plot was nowfo hotly on foote aſwell beyond the 
eas as in England, that no leaſure remained the —_— w 
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formall courting of fo cantrarious a Ladie, or the covert di. 
ſpatcly ofher death-behighted fiſters:himſelte alſo reckoning 
it to beas farre from policy as pictic then to perpetrate ought 
whereby to become more odious, when his downefall being 
in ſo dangerous achace, it{toode him ,vpon to honeſt his 
actions, Wherefore it ſuthiced him for then that he had got- 
ten into his power his fiue Neeces: deferring his determined 
Marriage of the Eldeſt and Murther of the others vora fur- 
ther and more firting Opportunities. 

Alſothe Earle of Richmond himelfe, who in his Childe 
hood at the latter depoſing of Herrythefixc had beene con- 
ueyed into Britaine,and was there vntil then, notwithſtanding 
much laboured thence, ſecured againſt che heere-raigning 
Yorkeſtes ( the good Duke in his ſickeneſle abuſed therein by 
one vnder him in chiefe Othce) very narrowly auoyded king 
Richards (mooth-ſpoken Orators and large Bryberie. But the 
Earle intelligenced from Biſhop Aſorton,then in Flanders,of 
thatpractiſe againſt him,ſecretly and ſpeedily eſcaped thence 
. Into Fraunce: whence , to be ſhort, after many difficulties, 
with athinne Power he arrived in Eng/and, was alliſted of his 
Friends, encountred his Enemies ( which in heart were but 
few) andflew in Battle the __ Tyrant: whoſe rare vali 
antneſſe, wit, andpollicic, miſapplied, ha procreated vnto 
himſclfe and others extraordinary and prodigious Iſſues, 
Wherein isneuertheleſſe to be obſerued the vnſcrutable pro- 
vidence of the Almightie,who, when itſo pleaſeth him,cuen 
from moſt bad Cauſes produceth moſt good Effes, For 
had notthis Tyrant(though far off from conceiting any ſuch 
happy Euentto the Weale-publike) made riddance of ſo ma- 
ny in cither of the then fations famulies, that might, and, no 
doubt, in _ = would m—_—_— haue _ — 

tors 0 ucraigntie,where through, aptly, ſn 
Fiddebdes hcire mall of the one houſe, =o a iadubitas 
hcire female of the other , cither of them martiageable, « 
nNEl 
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neicher of them marricd : and had he not raigned ſo odiouſly 
that the two factious houſes, ſundriog in all things elſe,of ne- 
ceſinie concurred to ſupprefle him Teir common Enemie, 
the ſo bloddy and long-continuedciuill warres had ſtill lived 
an Hydra : whereuntothe then ſtudied Vnion by this oppor- 
tune marriage plotted and afterwards cfte&ed was thence- 
forth(and for cuer may it ſo be) an Hereales. 

King Richard the third the Vſurper, as before, ſlaine, Henry 
Tuder Earle of R:chmond was prelently crowned King by the 
name of Henry the Scuenth: who afterwards, as was precon- 
tracted,taking to wife the aforeſaid Elizabeth Plantagenet the 
eldeſt daughter of Edwar {the tourth,hie of Lancaſter and (he 
of Torke the imediate heires , the cim!l warres famous inthe 
FaRtions of thoſc two Families, which trom Richard the (e- 
cond vntill rhen and the more part of this Henry the ſeuenths 
Raigne,through ſundric -wnns T5 Countertcits at Seuerall 
times ſubborned by ſome enuious Torkeſts, had raged aboue 
$0. yeeres happily ceaſed, Berweene which Factions had 
beene foughten (ixteene or ſeuenteene pitched Bactels, and 
about that Quarrel had at times periſhed cight or nine kings 
and kings Sonnes , belides (not reckoning vnder-degrees 
of Nobulitic and Gentrie)abouc fortic Dukes, Marquiſes,and 
Eatles, andot che Commons, as is computated, aboue two 
bundreth thouſand. 

. Of this happy Vnionof thoſe two Houſes, beſides two 
Davghters, the one married into Scotlandand the other into 
Fraunce , and thence backe againe into England, of either 
of who preſcatly remaineth a rightnoble and broodious 
Poltcritic , pro:ceded the victorious King, King Henry the 
fight,of cicher Houſerhe indubirare heire, 

- He (and firſt of all Kings Chriſtian he)abolithed the long 
ime vſurped fupremacie of the Biſhops of Rome , with their 
exceſſive pillings and cxaCtions hence: whereby from time 
brtimechcy had impaucriſhed the Realme, Allo the _—_ 
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and Iuſtice hindring immunites of the arrogant Popiſh 
Clarkes and idle Moniſticks : the waiward appeale of one of 
which from their naturall Princes to the See of Rome ſuffi- 
ced(whereof had beene too often Experience)to the vnquie 
ting of a whole Kingdome. And, that by taking away the 
cauſe the effe& might ceaſe , hee demoliſhed and ſup- 
preſſed Abbies and Monaſteries : appointing competent 
Penſions to the Suruiuors of their, ſome of them hyppocri- 
ticall, and all of them vnproficable Recluſes : whoſe Perſons, 
purſes,and poſleſſions, eſtimated a third part of England, had 
formerly beene ineffc, exempted all Seruices and Contri- 
butions in the Veale-publike. Religion inthe then erred do. 
Arine therof in much he reformed to the autentike ſenſe and 
only warranty of the ſacred Scriptures, Church-diſcipline & 
Ceremonies , he alſo in many thingsclenſed from Superſts 
ons, conforming the ſame to the Pattern of and Pratiſein 
the primatiue and true Appoſtolicall Church. Many of his 
noble,zclous,and abuſed Predecefſors and Progenitors kings 
of this Land had often and carneſtly, by lawes and otherwile, 
attempted the like aboliſhing, reforming,and conformingin 
the Premiſſes. But ſo had Cuſtome and the corrupting Ros 
mith Pollicie prouided for the Obſtinacie and 1llitrerature 
of the ſhallow people,and plauſibly geluded rheir preiudicate 
Senſes, thatthererofore their Popes, not their Princes, had 
cucrmore preuayled : as by our Hiftorics may be too plenti- 
oully thercof collected. 

Whatſocuer by this death-preuented King the father in 
Religion and church-rytes remayned vnreformed, was by his 
bleſſed Sonne King Edward the fixt happily perfected, But 
more abſolutely by his world-admired daughter Ehzaberh, 
her now moſt gratious and ſacred Maieſtic :vato whoſe high 
nes I beſeechthe Almightic to vouchafe long and likereligh 
ous and proſperous as her paſſed and preſent Soueraigntie 
Ooucr Vs, ; 
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
